EDITOR’S LETTER 


A year or so ago, while holidaying in Marrakech, my husband and 1 
stumbled upon an Aladdin’s cave of furniture and textiles. Who should 
we meet inside but one of the country’s most esteemed interior designers, 
David Mlinaric, with his friend and fellow designer. Ana Zenic. David 
had flown out for the weekend to do a recce before meeting a client the 
following day to buy rugs for their house in England. An hour or so later, 
having scoured every nook and cranny - and with plenty of encourage- 
ment from David and Ana - we emerged having bought a rug. There is 
no doubt that had David not been there, we probably wouldn’t have 
parted with our money. Although we both love rootling out things for 
our house, buying a rug was definitely not on the holiday checklist. 
However, the fact that David was there gave us the confidence that this 
was a good place to buy. Said rug is now happily ensconced in what we 
grandly call ‘the studio’ at the end of our garden. 

This serendipitous meeting was the germ of the idea for a new travel 
series we are featuring every other month called ‘Designer haunts’, in 
which we ask style-setters and design experts from all over the world to recommend places in their own city to 
shop and eat. The key to making the most of a foreign city is to ensure you are in the know and this new 
column, devised by our travel editor Pamela Goodman, aims to aid you in your research - and even go 
one better, by divulging insider knowledge. This month, coincidentally, we’ve focused on Marrakech, on 
page 185, and our guide is Caitlin Dowe-Sandes of Popham Designs, whose beautiful cement tiles I have 
long coveted and whose striking and stylish Marrakech homes have been much photographed. Her first 
recommendation is Mustapha Blaoui, the very shop where we bought our rug, and the page is packed with 
other good suggestions. So when I head back to Marrakech in October, 1 shall certainly go armed with her 
guide. Indeed, there is clearly much more shopping to be done. 

But judging by this month’s ‘Design ideas’, finding the right rug is not the be all and end all for a striking floor. 
Jessica Doyle has pulled together an impressive number of clever, stylish flooring ideas, between pages 3 1 and 
37 - some playful, others downright smart and, in the case of the canary yellow parquet, really quite brave. 

At the opposite end of the spectrum to highly lacquered parquet is the lightly tamed nature that is garden 
designer Dan Pearson’s garden on a 19-acre plot outside Bath, shown from page 1 70 - the first in a new series 
in which eminent garden designers are featured in their own gardens. 1 hope that, as I am, you are stirred by 
these pictures and Dan’s deeply sensitive approach to the land he has taken on. As our garden editor Clare 
Foster so brilliantly sums up, his role here is ‘less about designing than orchestrating nature, it is gardening on 
the edge, teetering on the brink of letting go completely’. It is quietly thrilling □

HOW TO GET THE BEST OUT OE YOUR BUIEDERS 

As part of her continuing series, Rita Konig offers advice on dealing with contractors 


I don’t think that there’s a homeowner in the country who 
hasn’t got a long and tedious tale to tell about their builder. 
Don’t worry, I’m not about to start on mine: quite the opposite, 
in fact. I am hoping to offer a few tips on how to avoid the 
potential pitfalls when you are dealing with a contractor. 

My first piece of advice is to recognise that a major building 
project should not be run by a layman with a day job - i.e. 
you or me. It needs a professional quantity surveyor to run it. 
Don’t think that you can’t afford this person: you can’t afford 
not to have them. They will save you much more money than 
their fee will cost you, not to mention stress. However, not all 
jobs are large enough for a quantity surveyor, so if you are 
contemplating a smaller project, here are some guidelines. 

YOU MUST TREAT IT LIKE A PROPER JOB 
You need to keep files and hold regular site meetings and, if 
the work is going to remain on schedule, you have to apply 
your full attention and exercise rigid self-control. 

STICK TO YOUR PLAN 

Have drawings done so that the job can be priced properly 
and, once it is all agreed, try not to change your mind, 
no matter how tempting. This throws things off and 
gives your contractor a marvellous opportunity for Bi 
expanding the budget and timeline. » ’ 

HAVE ONE POINT OF CONTACT 
AND TALK ONLY TO THEM '• 

Do not just wander on site and start talking 
to any old builder about what you want. It is 
extremely important that you have one point 
of contact: the foreman. He should be the 
only person to instruct everyone else. Imagine 
someone coming into your office and ask 
ingyour staff to do things without checking 
with you first. The builders may be in your 
house, but while the works are going on, it 
is their site. So when you see a plumber 
installing radiators, don’t ask him to 
come and have a look at the leak in the 
bathroom. Ask the foreman. Peculiar as 
it sounds, you are not employing the 
plumber, the building firm is. 



PUT THINGS IN WRITING 

Ensure that any discussions you have and resulting changes 
that are made on site are always followed up by email. 

KEEP THE CONTRACTOR INFORMED 
If you are having bathroom fittings, light switches, tiles, 
kitchen appliances, etc supplied, make sure you know exactly 
when they are expected on site. There’s nothing worse than 
having your builder call to say the plumber’s arrived before 
your bathroom fittings have even been delivered. It’s also 
worth having a discussion with your foreman before you order 
anything yourself, so you don’t end up with really expensive 
things that don’t work to their full potential. 

BE SPECIFIC ABOUT THE FINISHES YOU WANT 
You must stipulate if you want to use an expensive paint as this 
will not have been allowed for in the budget. And if you prefer 
to have the walls painted with a brush rather than a roller 
- I always do - you must specify this, too, as it will be more 
expensive. Make a paint schedule - a spreadsheet 
with a list of rooms and the paint brand, colour and 
finish used for each - and only hand it to the builder 
when it is final, to avoid confusion. Keep a copy 
for yourself, as it’s a very useful document to 
have if, for example, your house is flooded and 
you need to repaint. 


ELECTRICAL PLANS 
ARE IMPORTANT 
Do not leave this to the contractor 
or you will risk having sockets 
put in the oddest of places. 
Work out exactly where your 
furniture will go and accord- 
ingly create a layout for your 
sockets and light switches. 
Don’t put them everywhere - 
it is a myth that they don’t 
cost anything. If you are on 
a budget, only put fancy 
socket plates in the kitchen, 
as you really don’t notice 
them anywhere else □

Interior designer Rabih Hage, whose design think tank DeTnk (detnk.com) 
produces the annual Collectible Design Market Report, which collated the figures, 
says, ‘Art deco ticks a lot of boxes. As an investment, people see it as safe, because 
they can be sure of the authenticity and provenance of the pieces. The lines of 
art deco work well alongside contemporary design.’ And, unlike the iconic 
designs of the mid-century modern period, many art deco pieces haven’t been 
subjected to mass reproduction, thus maintaining their rarity. >

Equally inspiring is Eltham Palace in 
Greenwich, one of Britain’s most well- 
preserved art-deco buildings, which 
recently reopened having undergone a 
six-month renovation by English Heritage 
(english-heritage.org.uk), including the 
restoration of five rooms. 

We have also seen a preview of John 
Lewis’s autumn/ winter furniture collec- 
tion, which suggested that art deco is once 
again having an influence on product 
designers. Look out for the ‘Puccini’ 
cabinetry range, which is reminiscent of 
Jean-Michel Frank’s straw-marquetry 
pieces, from September.

Q&A 
DANIEL 
HOP WOOD 

Interior designer Daniel Hopwood is a 
co-presenter of The Great Interior Design 
Challenge on BBC Two and president of the 
British Institute of Interior Design, which 
is celebrating its fiftieth anniversary this 
year. The theme of this June's BUD Annual 
Conference is 'Who do we think we are?' 
How has the role of the interior designer 
changed over the past 50 years? In the 
old days, designers would be grand ladies 
in Chanel suits saying to the owner of the 
house, 'Look, dear, do this and you can be 
grand, too, and perhaps even move up a 
class,' and the client would nod and accept. 
Now, clients are more interested in design, 
so they can brief well and have an input. 
And men play a bigger role in the decision 
making. The industry is also a hell of a lot 
more professional and technical these days. 
What myths about interior designers 
can you dispel? That we're all big, f louncy, 
egotistical personalities who will dominate 
the whole of the design process. The role 
of the interior designer is to listen and 
interpret; we are serving a client. 

In the age of Pinterest and Google Images, 
do we still need interior designers? Yes! 
We encourage clients to use Pinterest, but 
they can be a bit like a kid in sweet shop: 
they want everything they see. So we help 
them edit and pare it down. 

What makes a great client? Someone 
who is open-minded, but also shows a bit of 
resistance if I present something they don't 
like. Don't just say yes to your designer - 
you're spending a lot of money. The process 
is like playing a game of cards or chess; the 
client is part of it and should have fun. 

And a bad one? Indifference, inertia and 
a lack of open-mindedness, but most of 
these can be trained out eventually. It's the 
designer's job to get the client animated. 
Who should come to the conference? 
Most of the people who attend are BUD 
members, but it's open to anyone who is 
interested in interior design.

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PONDS AND STREAMS 


T here are plenty of plants suitable for 
the damp margins of ponds, streams 
or rivers, but the trick is combining 
them in magical ways to make a vista 
that will enhance your little bit of 
watery paradise. One of the most versatile and easy- 
to-grow waterside plants is purple loosestrife, Lythrum 
salicaria, which makes striking, tall spikes of vibrantly 
coloured flowers in the summer months. It combines 
easily with many other moisture-loving plants, includ- 
ing red Persicaria amplexicaulis ‘Firetail’ to create a 
pleasing colour clash, Filipendula ulmaria, commonly 
known as meadowsweet, or delicate, snowy Thalictmm 
delavayi ‘Album’. The paler-pink cultivar ‘Blush’ is for 
those who prefer pastels, while ‘Zigeunerblat’ is an 
even more vibrant and deeper pink than the species. 

If it’s a strong colour hit that you’re after, a bank of 
astilbes could work - although I would avoid the squat 
dwarf hybrids in candyfloss colours and choose instead 
something more naturalistic, with narrower, looser 
plumes. ‘Purpurlanze’ is a reliable cultivar with 
elegant, vibrant purple flowers, growing one-metre 
tall, while ‘Weisse Gloria’ has multiple plumes of pure 
white flowers hovering above dark-green foliage. Grow 


brightly coloured astilbes in drifts with sedge grasses 
such as Carex ehta ‘Aurea’ to dilute the impact. 

You could plant up an entire bank with different 
foliage shapes, colours and textures. Darmera peltata is 
one of the most useful, with cu'cular, flute-edged leaves 
that turn wonderful shades of orange and red in the 
autumn. The classic foliage plant for a bog garden is, of 
course, Gunnera rrmnicata, but only plant this if you have 
plenty of space, because it’s a monster - choose Rheum 
palmatum for a smaller alternative. Rodgersias are another 
good foliage plant for wet sods. The fluffy summer flow- 
ers are secondary to the amazing architectural leaves 
of species such as R. pinnata and R. aesculifolia, which 
can be burnished with copper when they first emerge. 

Last but not least, the candelabra primulas are 
always a favourite for bog gardens and streamsides, 
and understandably so. You can get colour mixes, but 
I prefer the impact of a single strong colour such as 
lipstick pink ‘Carminea’ or the brick orange ‘Inverewe’, 
which look amazing peeping up over a carpet of fresh 
green ferns. Most candelabra primulas will set lots of 
seed, and you can either collect this and sow your own 
to control where you increase your colony, or let them 
increase themselves, in naturalistic stream-side drifts.

1 Boil the milk and the vanilla pod 
together in a pan.

3 Pour it back into the pan over low 
heat and stir continuously until the 
custard thickens. Do not boil. 

4 Transfer the custard into a bowl, add 
the lemon juice and zests and let it cool 
about 10 minutes. When cooled, churn 
the warm mix for 50 minutes in the ice- 
cream machine. Once finished, pour 
into a piping bag with a star nozzle. 
For the lemon curd 

1 Strain beaten egg yolks through a 
sieve into the soup maker jar. Add 
sugar and lemon juice, stir to combine 
with the pulse function and set the 
machine to medium heat, for about 10 
to 12 minutes, until mixture thickens. 

2 Stop heat and stir with the stir but- 
ton until the mixture cools just slightly. 
Stir in butter, a piece at a time, until 
fully blended. 

3 Add the lemon zest, pour into a bowl 
and cool completely in the fridge. 

Garnish 

1 Choose 6 unwaxed lemons, large in 
size and preferably with the stem and 
leaf on. Cut the tip of the lemon to 
ensure its stability when standing. Cut 
a lid from the top of the lemon. 
Remove the flesh with a spoon. 

2 Crumble the meringue and cut the 
blackberries in half. 

3 Pipe the ice cream on the bottom of 
the lemons to about a third. Then add 
some crumbled meringue and 4 black- 
berries in each one. Pour two table- 
spoons of curd on top. Pipe more ice 
cream on top and cover with the lids. 
Keep in the freezer until ready to serve.

Since inheriting Alscot Park at the age of 19, Emma Holman-West has set about adapting and 
innovating the Warwickshire estate to transform it into the thriving business and community that it is today 
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I t is often said that if you want something done, ask a busy person. 
For proof that this is true, you need only look at the life of Emma 
Hobnan-West, the owner of Alscot Park, a glorious rococo-gothic- 
style house near Stratford-upon-Avon, where she lives with her 
husband and three teenage children. She is the driving force behind the 
expansion, running and promotion of the Alscot estate’s many initiatives. 

There has been a house at Alscot since the Middle Ages, but the one 
that stands there today, in 4,000 acres of rolling countryside with the 
River Stour running past its front door, was transformed to its present 
state in the mid eighteenth century. The man responsible for the trans- 
formation was Emma’s forebear James West, a noted antiquarian, joint 
secretary to the Exchequer and a friend - and possibly architectural 
competitor - of Florace Walpole. In fact, parts of Alscot Park resemble 
Walpole’s Strawberry Hill house in Twickenham. 

Over the next two centuries, the estate evolved and by the time Emma 
inherited it 26 years ago, it included several homes set within three villages 
and 25 local businesses that were run from its land. Thanks to her hard 
work, it now boasts more than 150 
business ventures, including investment 
advisers, graphic designers, personal 
trainers and engineers, and an award- 
winning pub. There is cdso the village >

With a population of 200, the village has its own small shop and 
cafe, yoga studio, church and village haU. 

In 20 1 1 , the Royal Agricultural Society of England awarded Emma the 
Bledisloe Gold Medal for Landowners for the outstanding and successful 
management and development of an agricultural estate. It’s a remarkable 
achievement, considering Emma had had precious little training when, 
after the untimely death of her father. Captain James West, she inherited 
the estate at the age of 19. At the time, she had been away working in 
advertising but when her father became ill, she decided to go home to 
be with him. Once there, she worked in the estate office, making the tea 
and bringing down the average age by at least 30 years. Emma remembers 
the one computer being kept in a sealed room due to dust. 

Her mother Camilla took on the running of the estate following her 
husband’s death, allowing Emma to experience a little more of London 
life. During this time, she met her husband Andrew Holman, who now 
heads Holmans insurance company. Eventually, however, she addressed 
her inheritance by enrolling at 


the Royal Agricultural University 
in Cirencester for a three-year

Emma 
admires a Jaguar in Alscot Garage 
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course in estate management, and impressively completed it in just one, 
despite spending many nights with friends back in London. 

At the age of 3 1 , she moved with Andrew and their first child Isabella, 
then 18 months old, from an estate cottage to the big house and Emma 
took over the running of Alscot. While her friends were worrying what 
dress to wear to the next party, she was working in its office seven days a 
week with only one other person; when they were HI, she found herself 
answering the phones as well as doing everything else. ‘One day, after I 
had to deal with lettings, viewings, broken taps and problems with existing 
businesses, I fled to a recruitment office in Stratford-upon-Avon and 
begged them to find me help.’ Miraculously, the first of two superwomen 
- both named Helen - appeared, eventually being replaced by the present 
Helen Hunt, Emma’s PA, and life became manageable. 

With more help, Emma was able to start networking on the business 
front, slowly beginning the expansion of the estate. It is now home to large 
and small firms, ranging from the multi-award-winning Monsoon Estates 
coffee and Jane Scrivner’s natural beauty products to IT firms, film- 
makers, recruitment advisers, a vegetable packing warehouse, farms and 
the offices of Thomas Crapper & Co. The atmosphere is one of friendly 
first-name terms, which is a matter of great importance to Emma. ‘We 
now have seven wonderful staff in the estate office and we try very hard 
not to add similar companies to the spread. The existing firms are 
always consulted first, although some welcome a little competition.’ 

As is so often the case in rural areas, broadband was unreliable. So, 
after listening to people talk ‘in what sounded like a foreign language’, 
Emma decided to set up the estate’s own broadband system. South 
Warwickshire Broadband, which utilises a previously disused Second 
World War water tower now wonderfully brought back to use. 

The house and park are also the settings for several annual charity 
events, which Emma is passionate about. She is on the committee for the 
Stratford Hospital Cancer & Eye Appeal, which aims to raise million 
for a new specialist hospital, and on June 1 3, the Alscot estate is hosting 
a fund-raising clay shoot and open garden. ‘I have no problem with > 
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using and abusing the house if we can receive a good figure in return for 
local charities,’ Emma says. Although sometimes the house does kick a bit. 
‘When we moved in, we had death-watch beetle and ceilings falhng in. I 
used to get so stressed, but now I am inured,’ she says. One ongoing project 
is a review of the park by historian Tom Williamson. Emma’s aim is to 
return it to how it was before it was dug up as part of the war effort. 

It is no surprise to learn that, when the local pub became vacant, 
Emma decided to bring it back under estate management. ‘It was the 
beginning of the recession and my solicitor told me I had two options: 
close it and make everyone redundant, or become the landlady’ It was 
an obvious choice and since they could not afford any downtime, she 
pulled in everyone to help refurbish the place. ‘We had a sacrificial 
burning of doilies - 1 have never seen so many’ she says. ‘I didn’t have 
any experience of running a pub; I was being asked about stock, table 
covers, pipe cleaning, rotas, and I had no answer. A friend who ran a 
former Conran restaurant came the night before we opened and asked 
where the menu was. What menu? We wrote one that night.’ Today, The 
Bell at Alderminster also has nine bedrooms individually designed by 
Emma and influenced by the heritage of the West family. It provides for 
up to 75 covers and serves Alscot ale and coffee from Monsoon Estates. 

Emma is adamant about keeping her social life separate from her 
work. ‘My biggest problem is being able to take a step back, as I am 
always expected to be answerable. So I escape to London to see friends 
or visit an art gallery to de-stress.’ The house itself is a beautiful family 
home and at weekends the spare rooms are frequendy in use. ‘I often 

think I’ve created a train that con- 
standy needs to be refuelled, but I am 
getting better at delegating. I take 
time off for the children’s events and, 
in the end, Alscot is me and, like my 
father, I love it’ □

David Nicholls talks to the husband-and-wife team who are channelling their creative energies 
into making pretty garden parasols in a rough-around-the-edges former grain store in Cornwall

T he question ‘What was your 
inspiration?’ might be a terrible 
journalist’s cliche, but it can 
occasionally turn up a gem 
in a discussion with a designer 
about their work. That was certainly the case 
when I asked Charlie Napier why he and his 
wife Katy decided to launch a range of pretty 
garden parasols in 20 1 1 . ‘It was a scene in the 
Werner Herzog film Cobra Verde, set in West 
Africa,’ he explains. ‘A tribal chief was being 
carried on a bejewelled palanquin.’ A palan- 
quin, it turns out, is a Ghanaian sedan chair 
that often features a decorated parasol to 
shade the nobleman being carried from the 
sun. ‘I’d never seen anything like it before, so 
I contacted the Ghanaian embassy and asked 
them about it. They were so helpful’ 

While there may not be a huge market for 
palanquins in Britain today — more’s the pity 
- Charlie and Katy figured there would surely 
be an appetite for gorgeously decorative garden 
parasols. And they were right. 

Having met in 2007 while working on a film 
in Cornwall, they were living in Newcastle by 
the time they launched Sunbeamjackie. Both 
have creative backgrounds: Charlie studied 
fine art in Falmouth and later completed an 
MA on the subject at Newcastle; Katy studied 
fine art in Brighton before doing an MA in 
scenography at Central Saint Martins. 

The first step was to make a prototype, 
which they did using an Argos fishing umbrella 
that they re-covered in a ‘glitzy’ African wax- 
print fabric. ‘We got a rare sunny day in the 
North East, Katy put on a nice dress and we 
took some pictures in the rape fields, which 
were in full bloom,’ Charlie recalls. ‘We had 
the motivation and Katy had the skill with 
fabric - all we needed was an opportunity’ 
Before long, they had that, too. It turned 
out that a friend of a friend was the events 


producer at Glastonbury Festival and thought 
their parasols would be perfect for the artists’ 
warm-up area. ‘We had six weeks to come up 
with a proper design,’ Charlie recalls. An initial 
batch of 10 - now featuring handsome ash 
frames, stainless-steel mechanisms and a mix 
and match of vintage fabrics - was finished 
just in time to shade the likes of Pulp while 
they did their Do-Re-Mis. Their designs also 
caught the attention of Josie da Bank, the 
creative director of Bestival, who asked them 
to make some for the next event. ‘We were 
in our fledgling phase and these jobs really 
helped us,’ Charlie says. 

The promising start coincided with a move 
back to Cornwall, just two weeks before their 
son Sylvester was born in 2011. Standing in 
the middle of five acres of pasture and oak 
woodland, with views of the Hayle Estuary, is 
the delightfully named Dick and Tom’s Barn, 
which has become the Sunbeamjackie HQ, 
The adjacent former grain store is their studio. 
‘It’s rustic,’ Charlie says. ‘And not in the 
romantic sense. We still find bits of grain here 
and there,’ Nevertheless, it is fit for purpose. 

There is a clear division of labour and of 
space. The ash components are machined by 
a local furniture maker whom Charlie refers 
to as a ‘timber magician’ - when they out- 
source work, it is always to local craftspeople. 
When these parts arrive in the studio, Charlie 
sands down each piece by hand, before applying 
Danish oil to preserve the timber and give it a 
warm, grainy finish. He then assembles the 
frame by hand. Each parasol has 7 2 rivets and 
washers, 36 small nuts and bolts, and a custom- 
made stainless-steel pin, the design of which is 
inspired by the quick-release, drop-nose pins 
used in the maritime industry. 

Meanwhile, Katy ‘lives among the vintage 
fabrics’ at the other end of the studio. They 
have an enormous collection sourced from 


their favourite markets, car-boot sales and 
dealers around the country. It’s an almost 
painterly process selecting and combining up 
to seven different fabrics, plus trims. These are 
sent to a specialist kite maker in Bodmin who 
sews the canopies together. ‘He scowls at us 
when we arrive with bits of old linen, nylon, 
silk and brocade and ask him to combine 
them,’ Charlie says. The canopies are then 
returned to the studio, treated with an invisible 
water-repellent spray and fitted onto the frame. 

As the fabrics are vintage, no two Sunbeam 
Jackie parasols are the same. This is also true 
of the range of cushions and ash-framed cam- 
paign chairs - playfully named ‘Champagne 
Chairs’ - that they started making at the behest 
of Bruce Eepere, who runs Eiberty’s oriental 
rugs and carpets department. He now sells the 
chairs and cushions, plus a selection of parasols. 

‘We’re at an exciting stage where we are 
trying different things,’ Charlie says. This 
includes taking on commissions from clients 
who supply their own textiles. His mention of 
a current commission to design a canopied 
daybed for a garden wedding in the Cotswolds 
makes me think of the palanquin that started 
this whole adventure. 

Charlie surprises me again when I ask 
where the name Sunbeamjackie came from. 
‘There are a lot of silly nicknames within our 
group of friends,’ he explains, looking a 
little embarrassed. ‘I’m Emperor Chad the 
Uncanny, another is Bear Strangler McGee 
and then there’s Sunbeamjackie, whose real 
name is John. We named it after him. It’s a bit 
of a circus, isn’t it?’ □

F emale artists were over- 
looked for centuries and 
perhaps none more so 
than women sculptors. 

Stone carving and foundry casting 
were considered peculiarly 
masculine pursuits, reguiring 
more by way of brute strength 
than the female frame could cope 
with. While Barbara Hepworth 
(1903-75) proved such prejudices 
wrong, her reputation was over- 
shadowed by that of her friend 
and fellow Yorkshire-born sculptor 
Henry Moore, not to mention her 
second husband, painter Ben 
Nicholson. Even her biography, by 
her son-in-law and executor of her 
estate, Alan Bowness, has been 
40 years in the writing and is yet 
to appear. So the first London 
retrospective of her work for five 
decades, Barbara Hepworth: 

Sculpture for a Moderr) World, at 
Tate Britain, provides a welcome 
opportunity for reassessment. 

Another show currently at the 
Hepworth Wakefield, Hepworth In 
Yorkshire, focuses on her early 
years growing up in the town as the 
eldest child of a civil engineer. 

At Leeds School of Art, she met 
Moore, five years her senior and, 
like him, won a scholarship to 
London to study at the Royal 
College of Art. Both preferred 
carving directly into wood or stone, 
fulfilling the Arts and Crafts man- 
tra of ‘truth to materials', rather 

than modelling in clay as a preliminary stage. Hepworth also derived pleasure 
from the physical and mental rhythm of carving. While she was on a travel 
scholarship to Italy in 1924, she learnt the technigues of working with marble. 
It was also while she was there that she met her first husband, the sculptor 
John Skeaping. In 1928, they moved to a studio in Parkhill Road in Hampstead, 
where she produced figurative works, with increasing degrees of abstraction. 

By the Thirties, amid the tangle of competing allegiances to surrealism, 
expressionism and constructivism, Hepworth seemed bound to the latter 
camp, not least because she had

structivism. The Tate show 
explores the working dialogue 
between Hepworth and Nicholson 
with the help of contemporary 
photographs, and the affinities in 
her art with that of Naum Gabo 
and Piet Mondrian. 

Her feeling for landscape was 
powerful; even in her small studio 
garden, she could see that sculp- 
ture did not shrink in the open, but 
thrived in different settings. ‘To 
me it grows, and it pulsates,' she 
once wrote. ‘The pulsation of solids 
and spaces within the forms in an 
ever-changing light.' 

International recognition finally 
came in the post-war period, with 
large commissions for public 
places. By this point, she had 
greater freedom to experiment in 
different materials, from African 
guarea wood to bronze, the latter 
pieces editioned for a global mar- 
ket. In 1950, she represented Britain 
at the Venice Biennale; in 1959, 
she won the Grand Prix at the Sao 
Paulo Biennial; and in 1964, she 
completed the monumental Single 
Form sculpture for the plaza of the 
United Nations Secretariat in New 
York as a memorial to her friend, 
the Swedish UN secretary-general 
Dag Hammarskjold. 

The following year, a retrospec- 
tive was staged at the Krdller- 
Muller Museum, in Otterlo in the 
Netherlands. A Greater Freedom: 
Hepworth 1965-1975, also at the Hepworth Wakefield, explores this stage of her 
life and career. The Hepworth bronzes that were exhibited at the opening of the 
museum's reconstructed Rietveld Pavilion are reunited for the Tate exhibition. 
As originally displayed in the pavilion, carefully framed by the functional 
architecture and surrounding woodland, they fulfilled her assertion that ‘I, the 
sculptor, am the landscape'. For Hepworth, the man-made and the natural could 
coexist in harmony. ‘Barbara Hepworth: Sculpture fora Modern World' Is at Tate 
Britain, June 24-October 25. ‘Hepworth In Yorkshire' Is on until September 6 and

Best known for his lyrical portraits from 
the era of Napoleon, Pierre-Paul Prud’hon 
(1758-1823) bridges the gap in French art 
between the classicism of David and the 
Romanticism of Gericault and Delacroix. 
Born in Cluny, he trained in Dijon and 
Paris, and in Rome, where he developed 
a softer style that owed more to Raphael, 
da Vinci and Correggio. Dulwich Picture 
Gallery has brought together a selection 
of his chalk-drawn life studies. Spanning 
his whole career, they reveal the grace 
with which his use of chiaroscuro - model- 
ling with light and shadow - endowed 
even the most muscular human forms.

THE SHAPE OF THINGS 

With exhibitions in London and Wakefield devoted to Barbara Hepworth, and at the Yorkshire Sculpture 
Park and Waddesdon Manor to Henry Moore (1898-1986), this is the summer to compare the \A/ork of 
these two leading twentieth-century British sculptors. The Sculpture Park has the space to explore 
Moore's profound relationship with the land. This show makes connections in his work through form, 
scale and location, not only to the external topography but the underlying geology - the caves and holes 
that excited his imagination. Meanwhile, in the Coach House at Waddesdon, drawings from the Henry 
Moore Foundation are on show. They include studies for his sculptures as well as the drawings he made 
underground during the Second World War: people sleeping in London Tube shelters and Yorkshire miners 
working at the coal face. Two Moore bronzes. King and Queen (1952), inspired by reading fairy stories to his 
six-year-old daughter, and Hili Arches (1973), are also displayed in the garden. ‘Henry Moore: Back to a Land' 
is at the Yorkshire Scuipture Park, IWesf Bretton, Wakefieid (01924-832631; ysp.co.uk) until September 6;

Colonial travels caught on camera 

Last winter, Cairo to Constantinople, the exhibition at the Queen's Gallery of 
early photographs of the Middle East taken by Francis Bedford, provided a tan- 
talising glimpse of famous monuments and archaeological sites before the age 
of mass tourism. Now, as part of its multi-faceted India Festival, the V&A is 
showing the photographs of the memorably named Captain Linnaeus Tripe 
(1822-1902). A British East India Company officer trained as a military surveyor, 
he travelled round southern India and Burma on diplomatic missions in the 
1850s. The images he took of the landscape and architecture are of an extraor- 
dinary aesthetic quality, despite the technical difficulties he faced printing 
them in the heat and humidity.

INSIGHT I BUYING ART 


SMART INKING 

Emily Tobin profiles two artists who are putting ink to paper and creating works 
that demonstrate the versatility and unpredictable nature of the medium 

The application of dark, velvety ink on paper is a wholly satisfactory marriage of 
parts. The fluidity of ink and the effect of revealing and incorporating the whiteness 
of the paper underneath perfectly lends itself to capturing a fleeting moment. Just 
like watercolour, ink is both versatile and unpredictable. It has its own characteristics 
of bleeding and running, it can be diluted and applied to damp paper to create a 
pale wash, or used almost dry to form a rougher line. It is this mutability and imme- 
diacy combined with the stark monochrome effect of black and white that makes ink 
on paper such an endlessly appealing pairing. 

Vincent van Gogh was certainly enamoured by the medium; during the summer 
of 1 888, while his latest oil paintings were drying on his studio walls, he dedicated 
three weeks to reproducing them in 32 pen and ink drawings. These were not hack- 
neyed copies but rather an opportunity for him to reconsider and reinvigorate his 
original works in a series of creative linear improvisations. 



A NICHOLAS LEES 

Nicholas Lees has two parallel practices: the crea- 
tion of ceramics and ink drawings. 'I see it as two 
ways of approaching the same interests through 
different media,' he explains. His are abstract 
concerns that 'explore boundaries and thresh- 
olds' and are expressed in restrained and minimal 
works that revel in the balance between light, 
shade, line and form. 

Nicholas paints water onto heavy paper, 
leaving a sharp edge between the wet and the 
dry. This wetness defines the form or outline; 
pieces of card or wood blocks are then used as 
mark-making tools to apply the ink. It is the 
borders between the wet and the dry paper, and 


the precise ink mark and the blur created by the 
water that make these works so pleasing. 

His most recent series of drawings originated 
from looking at and photographing hedgerows 
in which previous cutting lines were evident. This 
has evolved into an ongoing project which, over 
time, developed away from the original visual 
inspiration into something distinctly more 
abstract.

A EMMA STIBBON 

Emma Stibbon's large-scale works on paper 
depict wild landscapes and man-made environ- 
ments that are undergoing transformation or 
formation. She has traversed the globe, from 
the volcanic terrain of Iceland to southern polar 
regions, dramatising settings that are at once epic 
and fragile. 'What preoccupies me is that, despite 
the apparent monumentality of a place, there is 
the inevitable frailty of change.' This dynamic is 
explored through 'the tonal drama of black Indian 
ink and the way it lends both a graphic impact and 
ethereal guality to an image'. 

This isn't just a matter of putting pen (or brush) 
to paper. 'I tend to use the gesture of my body in 
the way I apply the ink. I often draw on the floor of 
my studio then hoist the paper onto the wall with 
a pulley system to allow the ink to run,' says Emma. 

Her unorthodox methods don't end there. 
In much the same way that the Scottish sculptor 
Andy Goldsworthy has used pulverised stones, 
earth pigments and snow in his work or the English 
eighteenth-century mapmaker turned landscape 
painter Paul Sandby added crumbs from his burnt 
breakfast roll to his paint, Emma combines vol- 
canic ash with the ink in her drawings. 'I'm partly 
interested in how the ash particles lend a granu- 
lar surface to the image and the way the ash 
might sit as it dries,' she says. 'But what really 
fascinates me is that there is an exchange 
between the media I'm using and the subject 
matter.' And she's right. In adding elements from 
the landscape, Emma imparts something of her 
visceral experience of place to the viewer. Prices

What to read: the latest books chosen by Rose Dahlsen 


GERTRUDE JEKYLL AT MUNSTEAD WOOD 

Judith Tankard and Martin Wood (Pimpernel Press, £25) 


It was the publication of Gertrude Jekyll's first book, Wood and Garden, in 
1899 that propelled her garden at Munstead Wood and the author to a wider 
audience. Munstead Wood became the centre of the world for Jekyll who, as 
it happens, was my great-great-aunt. Drawing on Jekyll's extensive writings 
and photographs, as well as those of her contemporaries, the authors of this 
book have dexterously explored her many interests and varied talents to give 
an intriguing insight into the world of this indomitable gardener, artist and 
craftswoman. It explores her passion for domestic architecture and considers 
how the design of her house by Edwin Lutyens was influenced by the pre- 
existing garden layout. Ahead of her time, she understood the importance of 
recording a rural life that was disappearing (as she did in 1904's Old West 
Surrey), while at the same time embracing the new. Photography was Jekyll's 
chosen form, with all the technical skills that it entailed. Her enchanting pho- 
tographs, many reproduced for the first time in this revised edition of the 
1996 original, display her observant eye in both design and composition and 
afford a fascinating record of her ever-evolving garden. Christina Freyberg 

EE CORBUSIER: Ideas and Forms 

William J R Curtis (Phaidon, £100) 


Le Corbusier - the controversial modernist who revolutionised early- 
twentieth-century architecture - is no easy subject to tackle. Coinciding with 
the fiftieth anniversary of the Swiss-French architect's death, this is an 
expanded re-edition of a book first published in 1986, hence its thumping 
size. William J R Curtis, the author, has taught history of architecture at 
Cambridge University, yet his take on this polymath isn't dispassionately 
academic. Stumbling across a volume of Le Corbusier's complete works 
aged 15, William hitchhiked to see his buildings. From the cuboid Twenties 
Villa Savoye to the extravagantly sculptural chapel of Notre Dame du Haut 
in Ronchamp (1954), the book's many sketches and photographs bring the 
architecture to life. William acknowledges that Le Corbusier attracts 
'reverence' or 'denigration'. But he argues that, while demonised for his 
modernist maxim that 'a house is a machine for living in', Le Corbusier was 
a fan, too, of traditional architecture and even the golden ratio, making him 
more complex than his critics would suggest. Dominic Lutyens

CONRAN ON COEOUR Terence Conran (Conran Octopus, £25) 

'The language of colour is rich and layered,' asserts Terence Conran in the 
introduction to this new book. It's a language that he eloguently unravels 
over two sections. The structure of the first mimics the gradation of steps 
on the front cover: the themes ascend from decrypting the science of 
colour to exploring colour preferences through mood boards. Practical 
guidance on light, space and schemes is layered in between. Terence's own 
responses to colour are woven throughout, from his love of bewitching 
butterfly wings as a boy, to a vivid memory of green paint spilling onto a 
terracotta floor. The second part dissects seven different colours, teasing 
out their divergent qualities, with a classic Conran colour showcased at the 
end - an ultramarine, burnt orange or chrome yellow, for example. Whether 
quietly elegant, remedial, charged or energising, the colours are demon- 
strated through beautifully decorated rooms, making it about more than 
just theory. In true Terence Conran style, this rich and layered language is 
communicated plainly and simply. RD 

HUMMEEO: A Journey Through a Plantsman’s Life 

Piet Oudolf and Noel Kingsbury (The Monacelli Press, £50) 


Piet Oudolf is one of the most influential plantsmen and landscape designers 
of the last quarter of a century. From humble beginnings setting up his own 
nursery at Hummelo in eastern Holland, he has rocketed to international 
fame, his distinctive planting style resonating with so many people around 
the globe. This book, co-authored by Noel Kingsbury, will be of interest to 
anyone wanting insight into the influences and methodology behind his 
personal, naturalistic aesthetic. It shows how Piet's career has developed 
in tandem with his own garden and nursery at Hummelo, following him 
from his first days with the digger to recent projects such as the High Line 
in New York and the perennial meadow at Hauser & Wirth in Somerset. With 
plentiful photographs, the book explores his planting approach, from the 
earlier block planting to a more relaxed style later with intermingling or 
'scatter' plants, and discusses some of his own plant introductions. Setting 
Piet in the wider context of the New Perennial movement, the book 
reveals an intimate network of people who have shared ideas, plants and 
philosophy over the years - all contributing to a movement that has very 
much shaped modern gardening. Clare Foster □

T here are few certain ways 
to make an impression on 
posterity. Architecture is 
likely to survive longer than 
interior design, but who can 
say whether a Shard or a 
Poundbury will be loved and lived in 200 years 
from now? A more modest and possibly more 
lasting way to leave your mark is to restore an 
old building. Author and designer Paul Golding 
has spent seven years renovating an exquisite 
late-eighteenth-century palazzo on Malta. ‘As 
the work progressed,’ he says, ‘what might orig- 
inally have contained a seed of vanity became 
a matter of integrity and aesthetic responsibility 
- and of how any changes I made would ulti- 
mately suit the house itself The palazzo long 
predates me and will long outlive me.’ 

Eight years ago, living in London but looking 
for a project and a change of scene, Paul was 
inspired by a newspaper article that praised 
Malta’s architecture, heritage and climate. He 
started researching property online and found 
four houses that appealed to him. When he got 
to the island, though, only one tugged at his 
heart strings. ‘It needed a huge amount of work, 
but its location was perfect, and I couldn’t resist 
its romantic decay,’ he says of Palazzo Nasciaro. 

Set down a secluded side street in the chic 
inland village of Naxxar, the house was badly in 
need of rescue. Built by the distinguished Maltese 
architect Francesco Sammut, it was further 
embellished by his son Giovanni, who moved in 
with his bride and made it their home. However, 
Nasciaro’s subsequent history was less rosily 
domestic. In the past century, it was a school 
and then later a police headquarters. During 
the Second World War, when Malta was heavily 
bombarded, tunnels and chambers were hol- 
lowed out beneath it to serve as a maternity 
hospital. When the police left, the house was 
abandoned and lay mostly empty for 20 years. 

It seems extraordinary that somewhere so 
beautiful should have been so neglected. The 
facade is enough to make the heart beat faster, 
with a double flight of steps leading up to an 
elaborately decorated stonework doorway and 
honey-coloured walls. But it is not until you step 
into the vaulted entrance hall, where the same 
golden stone lines the walls and erupts into 
carved consoles, mirror frames and overdoors, 
that the real beauty of this house is revealed. 

Ahead, sunlight drops onto a wide paved 
courtyard, scented with stephanotis and old 
climbing roses, and shaded by orange trees. 
French windows stand open, allowing piano 
music to drift into this private, tranquil space, 
around which the rest of the rooms in the house 
are arranged. At the front is the kitchen, which 
was once a chapel and is a room of exceptional

elegance, with a range cooker installed in an 
arched niche with a decorative stone surround. 
Across the hall is a comfortable drawing room, 
while leading from the kitchen along one side 
of the courtyard is an enfilade comprising the 
dining room, study and television room. 

In the opposite wing is a cloakroom and a 
corridor leading to the fourth side of the court- 
yard where, parallel to the road, is a glorious 
indoor pool with high-vaulted stone ceilings, 
which is bordered by three sets of french win- 
dows. Upstairs, the splendid main bedroom and 
vast interconnecting bathroom are at the front 
of the house. Spare bedrooms and bathrooms 
are at the back and have their own balcony, with 
a library, dressing room, laundry and, on a 
mezzanine floor that used to be a dovecote, 
further bedrooms and a bathroom. There is 
also a separate apartment, accessed by stairs 
behind the kitchen, and a huge roof terrace. 

It’s a big house, but because of the layout, it 
feels intimate rather than intimidating. Paul 
has done more than repair and update: he has 
re-established symmetry, added architectural 
details where they were missing and preserved 
the original proportions. He has also installed 
underfloor heating, air-conditioning, Wi-Fi and 
solar-powered hot water, ensuring that every 
wire and pipe is invisible. He even insisted the 
guttering was chased into the stone. 

Aside from the main bedroom, which has 
walls stencilled with a punchy, large-scale pattern 
copied from the refectory in a Carmelite convent 
in nearby Mdina, the handsome interior archi- 
tecture is emphasised by the use of plain colours. 
Sometimes these are vivid, as in the acid-green 
walls of the ‘drinks’ room, or on the stairs and 
landing, where the walls are a warm ochre. 

A few fine antique pieces and paintings by his 
favourite contemporary artists, including Isobel 
Brigham, John Craxton, Leslie Duxbury and 
Anne Rothenstein, enrich the reception rooms, 
while the carved shell-shape bed, in gesso and 
silver gilt, and the centre table in the main 
bedroom were commissioned from Brighton- 
based furniture maker Lincoln Cato. 

‘I couldn’t possibly have done it on my own,’ 
says Paul, who had endless help and advice 
from friends. The interior designer Charlotte 
Crosland was ‘brilliant with space manage- 
ment’, while the architect Ban Shubber helped 
with ‘all the technical stuff’. Jessica Ridley, ‘a 
genius colourist’, worked on the stencilling in the 
main bedroom and Charlotte di Carcaci shared 
her ‘prodigious knowledge of art history’. The 
Maltese Azzopardi brothers were the builders 
that made it happen. It’s an impressive team. 
But it is Paul himself who should take the most 
credit for transforming this Cinderella into the 
belle of the Maltese ball □

open to all 

An unpromising cluster of trade-union offices and bedsits in 

south London has been transformed by Cindy Leveson into 
spacious rooms, which are elegant but practical for a young family

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S ome people, including the owners of this 
house in south London, are blessed with 
incredible vision. When they first viewed it, 
it was a jumble of trade-union offices and 
bedsits, with an ugly basement gym and a car 
park at the back. Nonetheless, it took them 
just two minutes to decide that it was exactly what they 
had been looking for. Perhaps a sense of desperation also 
inspired their decisiveness. The couple’s fourth child had 
just arrived and their mews house a short walk away was 
beginning to feel cramped. 

When they asked interior designer Cindy Leveson to 
help them transform the muddle of tiny rooms into the 
spacious and elegant family house it is today, they 
discovered she wasn’t too short on vision either. ‘As 
I walked through the front door into a small room with a 
poky staircase ahead of me, my first thought was, if they 
do nothing else, they should take out the walls the whole 
way up the stairs,’ Cindy explains. ‘I think the owners’ 
brave decision to do so has really made the house.’ This 
single change instantly allowed huge amounts of light 
into the space and added drama to what is now a show- 
stopping entrance hall that is perfect for parties. 

Cindy then turned her attention to the rest of the 
8,300-square-foot property which overlooks a leafy 
square. ‘What Cindy appreciated early on was that we 
wanted a family home that wasn’t too precious,’ explains 
the owner. ‘I didn’t want a show house, but something 
classic and also functional. Nowhere was to be off limits 
and the children should be able to bounce on the sofas.’ 
Today the property has the feel of a country house 
despite being just a short walk from a Tube station. 

They were lucky that the house was one of the few in 
the square that was not listed. The small rooms were 
untangled to create generously proportioned spaces that 
have been enhanced by simple details. One of Cindy’s 
main tasks was to put the character back into the building. 
Cornicing and skirting boards were replaced, whUe new 
architraves were designed and installed. Only the shutters 
in the dining room are original. With the reordering 
completed, the house began to take shape. 

In the newly enlarged entrance hall, doors lead to the 
dining room at the front of the house and the drawing 
room at the back, which overlooks the garden. While this 
is a fairly standard configuration for a house of its period, 
earlier works have provided an unusual twist. Both of these 
rooms adjoin the kitchen, which runs alongside them and 
spans one side of the house. This extra-wide layout is the 
result of the kitchen being in what was originally part of the 
next door property. Two windows were added on either 
side of the cooker to add extra light to the room, which also 
has access to a balcony, ideal for summer dining. 

There are five bedrooms on the two upper floors, each 
decorated in light colours and pretty textiles - a de Le 
Cuona paisley in the master bedroom and an airy Colefax 
and Fowler leaf print in another. Antique rugs add to the 
comfortable, lived-in feel. In the basement, there is space 
for a playroom, utility room, an office and - surely to the 
envy of their London friends — a flower room. There is 
also a self-contained flat for the children’s nanny in the 
former coach houses. 

Apart from a few pieces brought here from their previous 
house, the owners started from scratch with furniture.

Fortunately for Cindy, the couple knew what they liked 
and were very decisive. ‘We were quite like-minded in our 
tastes, so I would often put together things I might choose 
if it was my house and find that we agreed,’ she says. ‘It 
works for them now, and I don’t think the design will date.’ 

It wasn’t all plain sailing, though. The ikat curtains in 
the drawing room are inspired by a fabric by Robert 
Kime. Sadly, he couldn’t provide enough fabric to make 
them so, having already started decorating the room, 
Cindy found a man called Aziz in Uzbekistan who 
promised he could make something very similar. Samples 
went back and forth, never quite matching the original. 

‘He sent through one that looked very pretty - though 
different - and so the order went in,’ says Cindy. ‘Because 
ikat is made of very narrow widths, we needed 98 metres 
to make these curtains. The fabric was shipped straight to 
the curtain maker who rang me to say she had good and 
bad news. I opted for the bad, as I felt that it couldn’t get 
any worse and I had already had months of sleepless 
nights over it. She said that the fabric was a completely 
different colour to the sample, but the good news was 
that it was ten times better.’ 

Since the family moved in three years ago, they have 
used every room in the house, though there is little 
evidence to suggest that an army of small children races 
through it on a daily basis. What is obvious is that Cindy 
has achieved exactly what they were hoping for. As the 
owner simply puts it, ‘It’s perfect’ □

he Quirimbas arcliipelago 
off the northern tip of 
Mozambique is one of the 
world’s most important 
regions of biodiversity. 

With more than 180 
species of coral and over 
400 species of reef fish, 
the area, not surprisingly, 
has long been a focal 
point for wildlife conservation and is con- 
sidered one of the world’s best dive sites. 

More recently, however, one of the 
islands has been developed to create an 
exclusive holiday destination. Vamizi, a 
mere 1 2 kilometres long andjust two kilo- 
metres wide, is a place for those who want 
to disconnect from the world by getting 
back in touch with nature. 

The lifestyle on Vamizi has been 
described as ‘barefoot luxury’ and here 
the overused phrase is particularly appro- 
priate. As the owner of Tartaruga, one of 
six private homes on the island that have 
been built since 2010, says, ‘I never wear 
shoes here. You can walk for two or three 
hours and not see a soul.’ 

She and her husband are part of a 
group of investors from various European countries who have signed 
a 100-year lease for Vamizi from the Mozambican government. The 
intention is to combine high-end but low-impact tourism with wildlife 
conservation. In doing so, the island’s guardians have worked closely 
with organisations such as the International Union for Conservation of 
Nature (lUCN), WWF and Zoological Society of London (ZSL) to 
establish long-term research and monitoring activities. lUCN has a full- 
time representative on Vamizi, who gives talks about conservation to 
visitors. In 2012, a UK-registered charity, the Friends of Vamizi Trust, 
was also established to aid community development, education, health 
and employment for the island’s 1 ,500-strong Mwani population. It also 
provides a daily bowl of porridge for the 300 children living there. 

‘We rely on a little bit of tourism to enable these projects, to allow us 
to look after the reef and raise awareness,’ the owner continues. She, 


her husband and their four children visit Tartaruga as often as possible. 
‘My favourite time is probably between September and November, 
when you can see the humpback whales passing through on their 
migration; you can see them breaching from the beach.’ 

Tartaruga was only completed last year. Set in the middle of three acres 
of land, it is comprised of six buildings with interconnecting walkways. 
Two of the structures are tree-house bedrooms linked by a ‘stargazing 
deck’ up in the tree canopy. It’s every bit as magical as it sounds. 

‘We wanted the accommodation spaced out so that people could 
retreat into their own zones for some privacy and then get together in 
the living areas when they wanted to,’ the owner explains. The main 
building - an organically shaped 25-metre by nine-metre structure - is 
pleasingly sympathetic to its environment. Gnarled and sun-bleached 
columns made from driftwood support a traditionally thatched makuti

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In one of the seating areas that adjoin a bedroom, woven bamboo screens provide privacy and shade on sunny 
days. The custom-made sofa is covered in ‘Giant Paisley' from South African fabric house St Leger & Viney, 
with bamboo floor lamps imported from Belgium at each side. The ocean is visible from the open doors 



roof made from palm leaves, which dip down here and there to offer 
protection from the normally clement weather. 

The main building is loosely delineated into different zones: there is a 
large sitting room split into intimate seating areas; the dining area is easily 
big enough for 14; and the kitchen has convenient perches from which 
to sip cocktails at sundown. A low, wooden walkway over the white sands 
leads from one end of the space to another structure, which houses a 
large bedroom and adjoining children’s bedroom - each with a bath- 
room and seating area. Two further buildings house bedrooms and 
bathrooms, while the two tree houses each have the potential to sleep 
three and come complete with bathrooms and seating areas. 

The South African interior designer Lucy Eaton C order, who had 
worked on some of the other houses on the island and has extensive 
experience designing African lodges, was brought on board, alongside 


Cape Town-based Ian Gray of COA 
Architects, to help coordinate the owners’ 
design. Local craftsmen were employed 
on the build and all the woodwork was 
carved on the island. 

‘I wanted the house to inhabit its space 
without jarring,’ says the owner. As such, 
the colours and materials were influenced 
by what could be found on the island. The 
sandy shades of the beach are picked up in 
the woven-grass furnishings; the greens of 
the jungle are reflected in patterned tex- 
tiles; myriad blues reference the changing 
colour of the Indian Ocean just a few 
metres away; scattered shots of bright pink 
and orange reflect flowers in the garden. 
As the owner, who has a flower business in 
England, explains, ‘It was important for 
me to continue that theme here.’ 

Wilke luxury accommodation means aU 
the mod cons (there is Wi-Fi and solar 
panels ensure electricity and hot water), 
the decoration embraces the geographical 
location. Natural materials were sourced 
locally where possible; even the low and 
rugged exterior walls of the buildings were 
made from dead coral from the centre of 
the island. There is beading, basketry and 
shells as well as artwork produced by community projects across Africa. 
Stkl, there are challenges in keeping the less hardy materials looking fresh. 
‘Everything on the island has a shelf life,’ the owner explains. ‘Given the 
sun and salty air, the fabrics tend to last only three or four years.’ The 
vegetable garden has also been known to suffer raids by a herd of kid goats. 

Tartaruga is, like many of the houses on Vamizi, available to rent and 
while there are plans to build more privately owned houses, the number 
will be capped at between 20 and 30. ‘It’s undeveloped and we want to 
keep it that way,’ the owner says. ‘That’s the point: to have few people 
coming through so the island maintains its sense of escape, but enough 
to provide income to keep it protected and thriving’ □

Incorporating elements of old New York and a Hungarian heritage into this 
west-London town house was a satisfying challenge for interior designer Henri 
Fitzwilliam-Lay — even though she had once tried to buy the property herself

T A 7 T T I,'' IV T interior designer Henri FitzwUliam-Lay was 
V V -L -L I i i. \| invited by some prospective clients to discuss 
their plans for a large Victorian house in west London, she received 
the call with trepidation. ‘A year or so earlier, I’d fallen in love with the 
house myself and tried to buy it,’ she explains, ‘We’d been outbid by 
some parents at our children’s school. I thought I was going to kill my 
husband when I found out he’d lent them our surveyor’s report.’ 

Fortunately, by the time she arrived at the meeting, Henri had ‘moved 
on’, both literally and metaphorically, having transferred her affection 
to a splendid alternative in rural Shropshire. ‘As a designer, you often 
end up with a piece of furniture or fabric you love but can’t use in your 
own house,’ she says, ‘It gives me enormous pleasure to make it work for 
someone else. I found the same thing with this house. It was cathartic,’ 

The expansive stucco-fronted house, built at the beginning of 
Queen Victoria’s reign, had in a previous incarnation been used as a 
cultural centre for Russian emigres. When the current owners took it 
on, neither its layout nor decoration fitted their requirements. Architects 
David Magyar and Alvise Marsoni reconfigured its multitude of 
institutionalised rooms, while Henri’s j ob was to add warmth and vitality. 

Central to the building’s architectural renaissance was the introduc- 
tion of an expansive kitchen-dining-sitting room running the length of 
the lower-ground floor. An impressive space, it links indoors with out by 
means of a floor-to-ceiling wall of glass at the rear, which frames a 
terrace and gardens. The room’s palatial scale has been made more 
intimate by the introduction of a pair of majestic curved walls - one 
towards the front of the house and one at the back. These conceal a 
television room, utility room and cloakroom. Henri had plenty of scope 
to create an open-plan arrangement, including a relaxed seating area, 
a play area for the family’s three daughters and alternative locations 
for breakfasts on the run and long, lazy meals with family and friends. 
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To make the most of the light in this lengthy room, a creamy terrazzo 
floor was laid throughout, but sharp jolts of colour - an acid-yellow 
splashback, a dashing turquoise cushion on a stool - and an eclectic 
mix of eye-catching furniture — from mid-century modern to country- 
style vintage - was used to soften its minimalist lines. 

The owners come from strikingly different backgrounds - the wife is 
American, the husband Hungarian - and a significant part of the brief 
was to incorporate both cultural strands. ‘We’d seen some houses Henri 
had done and felt we had a clear overlap of aesthetics,’ says the wife. 
‘Henri and I both spent our formative years in New York and love 
certain aspects of “old New York”. There was an immediate short- 
hand.’ Henri started her working life in the US as a fashion stylist, 
before becoming art director for retailers including Bergdorf Goodman 
and Bloomingdale’s. Her understanding of the wife’s home country 
meant nothing was lost in translation, and the house today has a bright 
and breezy quality with a strong transadantic accent. 

The husband’s heritage was less familiar to Henri, but it has also 
been carefully integrated in the decoration. ‘My husband has a real 
sense of history, which the design plays into,’ says the wife. The cou- 
ple selected an array of vintage furniture, paintings and china from his 
family’s archive in Budapest. ‘We had a special time looking through 
storage units and gathering things from his mother and grandmother.’ 

To ease these treasures into the twenty-first century, Henri found 
two solutions. In the main bedroom, she created a mood of old New 
York glamour by introducing autumnal velvets, rich golden-hued silks 
and delicately tinted Venetian glass to harmonise with the decorative 
period furniture. In the large double drawing room on the raised- 
ground floor, she referenced Hungarian folk art by using a bespoke 
black-and-white rug, which sits on an expanse of parquet. 

The house spreads out over four spacious storeys, with the open-plan

space at the bottom, a study adjoining the double drawing room on the 
raised-ground floor, the main bedroom above and, at the very top, 
three suitably feminine bedrooms for the daughters. Fabrics and furni- 
ture have been chosen or made to provide a contemporary mix of 
colour and pattern. The walls of the drawing room, for example, have 
been papered with a powerful print by Etro. The main staircase has 
been laid with a geometric carpet - a homage to the Sixties - which acts 
as the perfect foil to the owners’ collection of twentieth-century art. 

‘What I like about the house now is that it caters for different 
weathers,’ says the owner. ‘We spend most of our time as a family in the 
kitchen, which is bright and sunny. But if we want to feel cuddled and 
comfortable, we go upstairs for a completely different atmosphere.’ 

Over the course of the project, the designer and her clients have 
become close friends. ‘We even go on holiday together,’ says Henri. 
Proving, perhaps, that those who think the same way about houses 
will have a good deal else in common □

Possessing a meticulous eye for detail, 
architect Ian Adam- Smith had a clear 
idea of how to transform this long- 
neglected Sussex farmhouse into a 
comfortable home for his own family

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rchitect Ian Adam-Smith 
says that he is ‘ridiculously 
fussy about handles’ and, in 
his house in Sussex, every 
door and cupboard must have 
one that is appropriate to its 
function and style. ‘Matchy matchy’, as he terms it, has no place 
here. I like architects who are ridiculously fussy about these kinds 
of things, as it usually makes them extremely good at the details. 

For the client, this can only be a good thing. But it can be quite 
hard to be the family of the architect, as Ian’s wife Helen and their 
three children, aged 11,16 and 18, realised three years ago when 
he cheerfully insisted on moving them into a Sussex farmhouse just 
bought from the receivers. Despite its great potential and astonish- 
ing views out across the rural landscape, the house was in a state 
of decay, unchanged for 25 years and infested with rats. But they 
stayed the course - the family, not the rats - and the property is 
once again a reassuringly warm and welcoming farmhouse. 

A year of infrastructure work, including the renewal of the 
rodent-munched electrical system, was followed by rather more 
rewarding changes. It is difficult to believe that a significant part of 
the house is an Eighties addition to an existing seventeenth-century 
building, considering how seamlessly the spaces are connected. 
The drawing room is in the modern end of the ground floor, 
although its low, heavily beamed ceiling and Ian’s decision to 
replace modern windows with traditional sash frames give it an 
authentic period feel. A pivotal support column, which luckily 
turned out to be not so pivotal after all, was removed, and some old, 
good-looking wood panelling installed. The once-neglected space 
now works a treat. The furniture from the family’s previous house 
could seem over-scaled in the room, but it actually makes it feel 
extremely comfortable and friendly. I often think small furniture 
can look mean in a low-ceilinged room. 

Down a passage and into the original part of the house is the 
dining room, which looks just as a dining room in a house like this 
should. It’s quite small: just big enough for a large table and 
unmatching chairs. This room, too, is low of ceiling and window, 
and has a large, original fireplace; aU of these combine to give it the 
correct bucolic atmosphere. Upstairs, spanning the original and 
modern parts of the house, is a cosy warren of five pretty bedrooms 
and bathrooms, which vanish round corners and along corridors. 

Another passage downstairs leads from the dining room to the 
kitchen, which is very different in style. When Ian and Helen bought 
the house, the adj acent outbuilding had been converted into a library 
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The drawing room is furnished with pieces from the famiiy's previous house. George Smith and Beaumont & Fietcher 
sofas sit on a iarge rug bought from Christie's, whiie the paintings stands out against the wall panelling 
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FROM TOP In the kitchen, a marble surround above cooking appliances is hung with copper cookware, and a bleached-oak dining table 
from Lutyens provides plenty of space for seating. Just off the kitchen is the study, where existing shelves were altered and painted 



and connected to the house. Ian’s architectural practice specialises 
in the building and renovation of country houses, so he was in no 
doubt as to his next move. ‘It seemed a shame to destroy all the 
library shelving, so we decided to add doors and use the shelves as 
kitchen storage.’ It means things can only be stored the equivalent 
of one book deep but as a result are close to hand. 

Built on the English oak floor is an imposing kitchen island unit 
made from scrubbed oak and finished with a stainless-steel worktop 
- pre-scratched so that no one would feel guilty about making the 
first mark. Opposite are two handsome chests of drawers in raw elm 
with ebonised feet. The current country-kitchen cliche of placing 
an old sofa by the fire was purposely eschewed in favour of a long 
table, so that the room would be used for cooking and eating only. 
At one end of the now white-painted room is not one but two 
cooking ranges: an Aga and a glittering French La Cornue. Ian has 
also put in a massive marble surround — ‘so that the cooking area 
has more to do with the Harrods food hall or an old-fashioned 
butcher’s shop than a domestic kitchen’. 

The already charming house and garden are both works in 
progress. Ian is an architect after all. The next project is to convert 
the former kitchen in the seventeenth-century part of the house 
into a large entrance hall. It will be clad with more old wood 
panelling and hung with Flemish paintings, which Ian is already 
collecting in anticipation. It’s just another specific detail in this 
pretty house, where the details really do make the design □

Medieval 

marvel 

The romantic gardens of Cothay Manor in Somerset burst 




into bloom in summer, with exuberantly 
coloured flowers and imposing trees stamping their 

personalities on distinct sections laid out in the Twenties 
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COTHAY MANOR sits in the part of Somerset 
that thinks it is Devon: red earth and narrow lanes 
with steep banks covered in season with snowdrops 
and primroses, wild daffodils and bluebells. In this 
deeply rural setting, the first sight of the medieval 
house and its outbuildings comes as a most intrigu- 
ing surprise. How could a place like this have 
survived, seemingly so unchanged? Arranged in a 
series of courtyards, Cothay is intimate and self- 
contained. The garden, extensively remade by 
Mary- Anne Robb since 1 993, the year she and her 
husband Alastair took over the property, has the 
same sense of enclosure, with small yew-hedged 
‘rooms’ opening in sequence on either side of the 
lawn to the west of the house. 

‘Beds of hybrid tea roses, all with black spot’ is 
how Mary- Anne describes the garden that she and 
Alastair took over. But the place had good bones. 
The yew hedges had grown out to ridiculously wide 
proportions, but at least they were there. A hand- 
some yew alley stretched out to the south of the 
house, and the ground sloping down to the River 
Tone at the bottom of the garden had been made 
into shallow terraces linked by curving stone steps. 

Much of this structure was put in place by 
Colonel Reginald Cooper, who owned Cothay in 
the Twenties and Thirties. He was an amateur 
architect and garden lover, and features in several 
memoirs of important gardening figures of the 
time: serving in the British Embassy at Constan- 
tinople with Harold Nicolson; helping Lawrence 
Johnston build the chapel at Hidcote; and design- 
ing an orangery for politician Philip Sassoon at 
Trent Park in Hertfordshire. Cooper made the big 
pond by the entrance to Cothay for skating - that’s 
why it was dug so shallow. A photograph in the 
library at Cothay shows him standing at the 
entrance to the courtyard, elegantly turned out in 
breeches and knee-length boots, accompanied by 
three fine Dalmatians. He evidently had a good 
eye, as his advice was keenly sought by some of the 
best garden makers of the time. 

Mary-Anne’s transformation of the garden 
started with the generously wide stone terrace on 
the west side of the house. ‘We had two Australian 
boys with us on a gap year, so I got them to collect 
up aU the stray flagstones and lay them to make the 
new terrace,’ she explains. It remains one of her 
favourite places in the garden, with sheets of 
dierama running along the cracks between the 
stones and a fine standard wisteria. 

She nearly lost the wisteria when a particularly 
vicious gust of wind blew the top-heavy standard 
over. Mary-Anne was on the terrace at the time, 
when an American visiting the garden also saw the 
wisteria fall and called for ropes, stakes, wire and a

wisteria upright and propped it up with the 
wooden stakes, which are stiU in place. ‘You must 
be an engineer,’ said Mary-Anne, profuse in her 
thanks, ‘No,’ replied the visitor. ‘A brain surgeon.’ 

Standard trees, with clipped lollipop heads, 
are a great feature of the garden and Mary-Anne 
confesses she is ‘mad keen’ on them. In the inner 
courtyard leading to the old kitchens there are fine 
standards of Elaeagnus x ebbingei grafted on long 
legs of E. angustifolia. Rows of Robinia pseudoacacia 
‘Umbraculifera’ line the long alley that lies parallel 
with Cooper’s grassy yew walk. A dozen mop- 
headed yew standards stride down the outside 
of the blue-and-white borders, each yew sur- 
rounded by a necklace of misty blue catmint. A 
handsome standard lonicera sits in the corner of 
the swimming-pool garden, and in the white gar- 
den, now called The Green Knight Garden, four 
surprising standards of golden cryptomeria have 
been introduced, setting off a central diamond 
newly planted with white-flowering thyme. 

By the beginning of summer, huge containers 
planted with salvias, Sphaeralcea munroana and 
malvastrum are in place, continuing to spill out 
with ever-increasing exuberance as the season 
progresses. Using compost made in the garden, 
25 or 30 plants are squeezed into each pot or urn: 
red salvias with silver helichrysum and pink 
diascia with pink and cherry-coloured verbena 
and double white argyranthemum. 

The planting in the borders is soft, dreamy 
and romantic: pink roses, blue catmint, white 
Anthemis punctata subsp. cupaniana, pale tree 
lupins, Achillea grandifolia, the tall blue Geranium 
pratense ‘Mrs Kendall Clark’ and scrambling 
magenta Lathyrus tuberosus— the pea family comes 
high on Mary-Anne ’s list of favourite plants. On 
the stone walls are ropes of ancient wisteria, 
with roses such as ‘Raubritter’ and ‘MutabUis’ 
trained to reach up more than six metres. 

In the Bishop’s Room below the house, colours 
are stronger, more saturated: purple-leaved sage. 
Verbena bonariensis, dark cosmos, with salvias in 
several shades of blue. The box edging has recently 
been taken out and replaced with bricks laid in the 
same design. ‘We’re always doing something new,’ 
says Mary-Anne, as we pass recently planted 
hedges and re-made parterres. ‘I like a project’ □

HOW GREEN 
IS MY MEADOW 


In the first of a new series featuring eminent 
garden designers in their own gardens, Clare 
Foster visits DAN PEARSON in Somerset, 
where he is developing a 19-acre plot that 
reflects his passion for the natural world 
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I t’s always intriguing to see inside the private domains of our 
leading garden designers. At the top of their game, they’re 
perfectly placed to create incredible gardens for themselves, 
yet more often than not their plots are down to earth and 
simple - private sanctuaries rather than shop windows. Of all 
the gardens I have visited, Dan Pearson’s is the one that most 
explicitly articulates his personality and the deep affinity with 
nature and ecology that is at the root of everything he does. 

In 20 1 0, he bought a farmhouse in Somerset and he has been slowly 
developing the 1 9-acre plot, which sits in an unspoilt, steep-sided valley 
near Bath. The garden is in its early stages and while, to some, it 
may seem undesigned, its wildness is entirely deliberate - a refreshing 
antithesis to the modern, highly designed garden. ‘It’s a work in 
progress,’ explains Dan. ‘But for me the process is just as important 
as the end product so I am really relishing it, and I’m actively not 
rushing to get to the point where we have a finished garden.’ 

Much of the gardening he has 
done so far is land management - 
planting trees and hedges and 
maintaining meadows - although 
he has cultivated a patch of land 
to one side of the house where he 
grows vegetables and cut flowers, 
and he is in the process of creating a 
new kitchen garden in the old farm- 
yard. He has planted a crab-apple 
walk and an orchard of apples, 
pears, plums and nuts - mostly local 
West Country varieties - and has 
been growing Rosa Eglantyne and 
hawthorn from seed to plug gaps in 
the native hedges. 

‘I’ve been battling with what an 
ornamental garden should be here,’ 
says Dan. ‘It’s working farmland, 
and I don’t want to make a garden 
that sticks out like a sore thumb. 

What I’m trying to do is take inspira- 
tion from the local vernacular and 
the wildflowers and weeds that grow 
naturally here, and then generate an 
aesthetic that feels as if it’s almost 
happened by itself’ The farm build- 
ings, with their corrugated iron, 
breeze blocks and rusting machinery, 
are very much part of this aesthetic, 
and Dan finds a kind of honest 
beauty in these elements left from another era, which in turn provide 
inspiration and ideas for the garden’s new manifestation. 

‘Turning up the volume’ is how Dan describes his approach to creating 
a garden here. Rather than dominating the landscape, he is enriching it. 
In the meadows, he has been encouraging the natural flora to flourish by 
sowing yellow rattle, which breaks the sward of the dominant native 
grasses and allows meadow flowers such as cow parsley, ragged robin and 
meadowsweet to emerge. He has also over-sown the meadows with a 
wildllower seed mix from local specialist Emorsgate Seeds, and he has 
introduced plugs of bee orchids given by a neighbour and Geranium 
pratense that he grew from seed. ‘When we come back here from London, 
I go straight out into the landscape,’ says Dan. ‘In a way, it’s difficult 
coming back into the garden itself, because the landscape offers so 


much. When you look at what happens to the meadows after you start 
managing them, it’s compulsive. The landscape becomes my garden.’ 

As well as gently enhancing the natural landscape, Dan is tentatively 
introducing a handful of new, carefully controlled species into the 
meadows, many of them botanically related to the existing wildflowers. 
For instance, he is trialling the Japanese Filipendula kamtschatica in the 
flower garden, before planting a limited number further out in the 
valley with the wild meadowsweet Filipendula ulmaria. He has also 
planted Cirsium tuberosum, a rare British native and relative of the 
common marsh thistle, C. palustre, which grows nearby. 

In the flower garden, he is starting collections of different groups of 
plants that reflect the wild aesthetic he aspires to, including umbeUifers to 
echo the cow parsley, and sanguisorbas, relations of the native great 
burnet, Sanguisorba ojpicinalis. ‘I’m trying a lot of self-seeders that will be 
migratory and move around, so the garden has its own evolution,’ says 
Dan. For the ornamental garden, he talks about using a perennial wheat 

he brought back from Greece inter- 
spersed with other perennials to 
give the feel of an agrarian land- 
scape, and he has planted a cutting 
garden where more cultivated, 
colourful flower forms will be 
planted as a nod to its former 
incarnation as a market garden. 

Dan’s relationship with the natu- 
ral world - and with gardening 
itself - was shaped by his childhood. 
He grew up in Hampshire and was 
always encouraged out into the 
garden by his parents. One of his 
earliest mentors was a neighbour, 
Geraldine Noyes, a retired history 
teacher and naturalist who allowed 
Dan to play and learn about wildlife 
in her garden, teaching him about 
wild plants and kindling his lifelong 
love of nature. ‘She was completely 
egalitarian and didn’t see the 
difference between a weed and an 
ornamental plant, and she got me 
thinking about the borderline 
between the garden and what 
happens beyond it,’ says Dan. 

Later on, while studying at Kew, 
he embarked on a series of botan- 
ical expeditions, trekking in the 
Picos de Europa mountain range 
in Spain and later in the Himalayas to study the local flora, which taught 
him about the importance of ecology and habitat. ‘Seeing such beauty 
in the wild and looking at the natural combinations of plants, I knew that 
I wanted to emulate nature in the way I gardened,’ he says. 

In all his work, public or private, Dan describes what he is striving for 
as ‘heightened naturalism’. His own garden is perhaps the ultimate 
expression of what he is all about: somewhere he can be absolutely true 
to his own deep-seated ideology, somewhere he can simply be himself 
Less about designing than orchestrating nature, it is gardening on the 
edge, teetering on the brink of letting go completely, and you can 
understand the thrill it must bring □

Few cooks can resist the temptation to capture the heady scent of edible flowers. Roses, lavender and jasmine taste 
wonderful infused intojeilies, syrups and custards, while the peppery flavour of nasturtiums, marigolds, chives and 
garlic flowers is delicious in butters, salads and egg dishes. Flowers vary in strength of fragrance - fresh flowers 
usually have a stronger aroma than dried - so follow your instinct and add to taste. Never use any that might have 
been sprayed with chemicals. For a wonderful selection of fresh edible flowers, try greensofdevon.com (07708- 
605106) and for dried flowers, see souschef.co.uk (0800-270 7591). All recipes serve 6, un/ess otherwise stated 
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ROSE APPLE JELLY (opposite) 

This pink jelly will keep for a year in a cool, dark place. It can be made with heavily scented fresh or dried rose petals, and has a delicate floral note that makes 
it equally good eaten as a sweet-sour relish with goats' cheese, or with scones. You will need waxed discs and 3 small jam jars. Makes around 500g jelly. 


* 2kg Bramley apples 

* Juice of 2 lemons 

* 3 tablespoons fresh or dried 
scented rose petals 

* 340-400g preserving or 
granulated sugar (see method) 

1 Cut away any bruised areas from 
the unpeeled apples. Roughly dice 
and place in a non-corrosive sauce- 
pan, pips and all. Add the lemon 
juice, petals and 250ml cold water. 

2 Cover and slowly bring to the boil, 
then simmer gently for about 1 hour 
15 minutes, or until all the fruit has 
collapsed into a puree. 

"3 Tip the puree into a muslin jelly 
bag suspended over a large bowl 
and leave to drip for 12 hours. If you 
haven't got a jelly bag, place a large 
double square of muslin over a sieve 
set over a mixing bowl. Tip the puree 


into the muslin and tie up the bag. 
Measure the liquid that drains out 
and allow 340g sugar to every 
560ml of apple juice. 

4 Heat the oven to 140°C/fan oven 
120°C/mark 1. Wash out the jam jars 
and place in the warm oven. Chill a 
saucer in the fridge. 

5 Put the apple juice and sugar in a 
large saucepan. Set over a medium 
heat and stir regularly until the 
sugar has dissolved. Increase the 
heat and boil rapidly for 8 minutes, 
then drop a small amount of the 
liquid onto the chilled saucer. As soon 
as it is cool, gently push the jelly drop 
with your finger - if it wrinkles, the 
setting point has been reached. If 
not, continue to boil for 2 minutes 
more, then repeat the test. 

6 Once the setting point is reached. 


remove from the heat, skim off any 
froth and pour through a funnel into 
your clean, warm jam jars. Press a 
small waxed disc, waxed side down, 
on to the jelly and seal immediately. 
Label and date. 

Recipe suggestion 

GRILLED GOATS’ CHEESE 
SALAD WITH ROSE 
APPEE JELLY (above) 

Place 6 large handfuls of pretty salad 
leaves mixed with herbs and edible 
flowers in a bowl and dress them in 
1 tablespoon lemon juice and 3 table- 
spoons extra-virgin oliye.oil. Season 
to taste and divide between 6 plates. 
Add a spoonful of rose apple jelly on 
the side of each plate. Place 6 x 55g 
small, fresh goats' cheeses on an 
oiled baking sheet and slip under a 


medium-hot grill for 3-4 minutes, or 
until flecked gold, then place beside 
the salad and serve immediately. 

To drink Sauvignon Blanc is the 
usual choice with goats' cheese but, 
eaten with the jelly, a medium-dry 
Riesling is a better option, whether 
New World or German, such as this 
Mosel: Dr L Grey Slate Riesling 
2013, £9.99, Waitrose. 

Variation 

LAVENDER OR 
JASMINE APPLE JELLY 
Apple jelly is also gorgeous infused 
with lavender or jasmine flowers. 
Both ai;e good with duck, either 
roasted or as confit with a salad. 
Fresh lavender flowers are stronger 
than dried, so add a few initially and 
check the taste as the apple cooks. >

COURGETTE- 
FLOWER FRITTERS 
WITH TOMATO 
RELISH [opposite) 

Flowers such as courgettes and 
elderflowers make delicious fritters. 
Large flower fritters are best cooked 
in a deep-fat fryer, but if you don't 
have one, add about 8cm corn oil to a 
large, heavy-bottomed pan and clip 
a jam thermometer on to the side to 
monitor the temperature. You can 
use courgette flowers with or without 
a small courgette attached - or a 
combination of both - for this first 
course or side dish. 

For the tomato relish 

* 300g tomatoes 

* V 2 teaspoon thyme leaves 
(and/or flowers) 

* V2 small clove garlic, 
finely chopped 

* 1 tablespoon extra-virgin olive oil 

* 1 teaspoon white-wine vinegar 
For the fritters 

* 36 courgette flowers 
(with or without small 
courgettes attached) 

* Enough corn oil for deep-fat frying 

* 2 egg yolks 

* 400ml iced water 

* 250g sifted plain flour 

1 For the relish, cover the tomatoes in 
boiling water, give each a quick stab 
with a knife, then leave for about 30 
seconds before draining and peeling. 
Quarter and seed the tomatoes. 
Place the seeds in a sieve over a small 
bowl. Using a spoon, press the seeds 
against the sieve to extract the juice. 
Discard the pips. Finely dice the 
tomato flesh and add to the juice with 
the thyme leaves, garlic, extra-virgin 
olive oil and vinegar. Season with salt 
and freshly ground black pepper. 

2 For flowers with a small courgette, 
wash and gently dry then, if necessary, 
trim the bottoms of the courgettes. 
For flowers with a stem only, trim the 
stem to 1cm and then cut open the 
flower so that the petals can lie flat. 

3 Heat the oil to 170°C. When you're 
ready to cook, make up half the batter 
by putting 1 egg yolk in a mixing bowl. 
Add 200ml iced water and barely 
mix with a fork. Immediately add 
125g sifted flour and very roughly 
mix with a chopstick or knife, so that 
the batter is very lumpy, with pockets 
of flour and ice cubes. 


4 Dip the courgettes with flowers 
into the batter. Fry in batches for 3 
minutes, or until the batter is pale 
and crisp, then drain on kitchen 
paper. When you run out of batter, 
quickly mix a fresh bowl using the 
remaining half of the ingredients and 
continue the process of dipping 
and frying. Fry the flowers without 
courgettes for 2 minutes, or until 
they are pale and crisp. 

5 Sprinkle a little sea salt over 
the fritters and arrange in piles on 

6 plates. Serve with the relish. 

To drink Champagne is an excellent 
match for courgette-flower fritters. It 
doesn't overpower the flowers, the 
bubbles cut through the batter and 
the acidity is a match for the relish. A 
good Pinot Grigio also works: Natale 
Verga Pinot Grigio 2014, £7.99, 
Majestic. For the elderflower fritters 
with strawberry sauce below, try 
sparkling Moscato d'Asti. 

Variation 

ELDERFLOWER 
FRITTERS WITH 
STRAWBERRY SAUCE 
This makes a lovely pudding. Dip 
about 18 elderflower heads into 
water, remove and gently shake, then 
leave to dry on kitchen paper. Trim off 
most of the thicker green stems, dip 
the small clusters into the batter and 
fry as above until crisp. Sprinkle with 
caster sugar and serve with a straw- 
berry sauce made from sweetened 
pureed strawberries. 

CRAB, CREME 
FRAICHE 
AND MARIGOLD 
TART [righi) 

Herbal-flavoured flowers, such as 
marigold, thyme, marjoram or chive 
flowers, can be mixed into savoury 
custards or sauteed with onions or 
shallots to add a peppery or herbal 
note to dishes such as tarts or tortillas. 
They are perfect for a summery 
tasting light lunch if served with a 
leafy salad. This recipe uses ready- 
made shortcrust pastry, but you can, 
of course, make your own if you wish. 

* 300g ready-made all-butter 
shortcrust pastry 

* Plain flour, for flouring 

* 300g white crabmeat 

* 200ml creme fraiche 


* 1 medium egg, plus 
1 medium egg yolk 

* 2-3 tablespoons fresh 
pot marigold petals 

* 30g finely grated Parmesan 

* Pinch of cayenne pepper 
To serve A leafy salad 

1 Roll out the pastry on a lightly 
floured surface and line a 23cm 
shallow quiche dish. Prick the base 
of the pastry, line with greaseproof 
paper and fill with baking beans. Chill 
for 30 minutes. 

2 Heat the oven to 200°C/fan oven 
180°C/mark 6. Bake the pastry case in 
the oven for 15 minutes, then remove 
the paper and beans and return to the 
oven for a further 5 minutes. 

3 Squeeze excess liquid out of the 
crabmeat, then spread out on to a 
plateandpickout any shell fragments. 
Beat together the creme fraiche, the 
egg and extra egg yolk, marigold 
petals, crabmeat and Parmesan. 
Season with salt, freshly ground 
black pepper and cayenne pepper. 

4 Tip into the pastry case and bake 


in the oven for 25 minutes, or until 
golden and set. Serve warm or cold. 
To drink With the crab and marigold 
tart, a Chardonnay or a Sauvignon 
Gris (more opulent than Sauvignon 
Blanc): Brancott Estate Marlborough 
Sauvignon 2014, £10.49, Tesco and 
Ocado. For the sour cream, onion 
and thyme-flower tart recipe below, 
a Sauvignon Gris or dry or off-dry 
Riesling will both work well. 

Variation 

SOUR CREAM, ONION AND 
THYME-FLOWER TART 
Prepare the pastry according to the 
recipe and chill. Dice 2 large onions 
and fry in 4 tablespoons extra-virgin 
olive oil for 15 minutes or until soft, 
then mix in 1 tablespoon thyme 
flowers and fry for 5 minutes. Beat 
together 1 egg yolk, 1 egg and 200ml 
sour cream, mix in the cooked onions 
and season to taste. Pour into 
the pastry case, sprinkle with 30g 
Lancashire or Cheddar cheese and 
bake for 25 minutes. \>

STEAK WITH 
NASTURTIUM 
BUTTER {above) 

Nasturtiums imbue the butter with a 
peppery, mustard-like flavour, but 
many flowers can be treated in the 
same way. Marigolds have a more 
saffron-like flavour (use 1 tablespoon 
roughly chopped fresh pot marigold 
petals instead of the nasturtium). 
Thyme, marjoram, garlic or chive- 
flower butters are all delicious melted 
onto grilled steak, and work egually 
well with chicken breast or salmon. 
For the butter 

* 1 bunch chives, finely sliced 
(about 3 tablespoons) 

* 15 nasturtium flowers, 
roughly chopped 

* 50g unsalted butter, softened 

* Finely grated zest of 1 lemon 

* 2 teaspoons lemon juice 

* 6 X 200g sirloin steaks 

* 2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

1 Beat together the chives, petals, 
butter, lemon zest and lemon juice. 
Season to taste. 

2 Spoon on to some greaseproof 
paper and roughly shape into a sau- 
sage. Roll up the paper and gently 
shape into a smooth cylinder and chill. 


3 Brush the steaks with extra-virgin 
olive oil and lightly season with salt 
and freshly ground black pepper. 
Set 2 oven-top griddle pans over 
a medium-high heat (or cook in 
batches if you have only one). Cook 
the steaks for 5-6 minutes on each 
side for medium-rare, or longer if you 
prefer your meat more well done. 

4 Plate the steaks and top with sliced 
rounds of the nasturtium butter. 

To drink Malbec is perfect with steak 
and also picks up the peppery note of 
the nasturtium: Alpamanta Natal 
Malbec 2012, £14.95, Berry Bros & 
Rudd, 0800-2802440. If you are 
serving the butter with chicken or 
salmon, or with the pasta recipe below, 
choose a good guality Australian or 
South African Chardonnay. 

Variation 

TAGLIATELLE WITH 
NASTURTIUM BUTTER 
Drop 250g tagliatelle or fettucine into 
a large pan of boiling, salted water and 
cook until tender. Drain, return to the 
pan and toss in the nasturtium butter 
until it has melted. Season to taste, 
garnish with some nasturtium flowers 
and serve immediately. Serves 4 



ERAGRANT 
EEOWER SYRUP 

The fragrance of flowers can be cap- 
tured in a syrup, which can be used to 
flavoursorbets or compotes, or diluted 
with lemonjuice, wine ora little water 
and used to dress fruit salads. The 
recipe below uses jasmine, but rose 
and lavender also taste exquisite. The 
syrup will keep indefinitely in a steri- 
lised container. Makes around 300ml. 

* 3 tablespoons fresh or 
dried Jasmine flowers 

* Finely pared zest of V 2 a lemon 

* 200g granulated sugar 

Place the flower petals, lemon zest, 
sugar and 250ml water in a non- 
corrosive saucepan. Set over a low 
heat and stir occasionally until the 
sugar has dissolved. Bring to the boil, 
then remove from the heat and leave 
until completely cold. Strain and 
store in a clean, sealed container. 

Recipe suggestion 

APRICOT AND JASMINE 
SORBET (above right) 

Stone and halve 600g apricots and 
place them in a saucepan with 300ml 
jasmine syrup, 50g granulated sugar 
and 50ml water. Set over a low heat 


and simmer gently until the apricots 
collapse and become soft. Puree the 
mixture and, once cool, cover and 
chill. Churn the sorbet according to 
your ice-cream machine instructions. 
Alternatively, pour into a shallow plas- 
tic container, cover and freeze. Beat 
with a fork every 40 minutes until 
you have a smooth, soft-set sorbet. 
To drink The sorbet is not too sweet 
and has a lovely fragrant flavour, but 
frozen desserts always need intense 
sweet wines with fresh acidity 
because of the numbing effect: 
Domaine des Forges Coteaux du 
Layon Chaume 2011, £8.49 for 
37.5cl, Waitrose, is also good with the 
fruit salad below. 

Recipe suggestion 

PEACH, RASPBERRY AND 
EAVENDER FRUIT SALAD 
Bring 150ml lavender syrup to a sim- 
mer, remove from the heat, add the 
freshly squeezed juice of 2 lemons 
(about 90ml) and pour into a mixing 
bowl. Quarter, stone and slice 8 
peaches. Add to the syrup and leave 
to cool, then mix in 350g raspberries.

Aromatic appeal 

Louisa Carter makes a subtly spiced fish dish inspired by travels to South-East 
Asia and an easy cheesecake flavoured with fragrant damson jam. All recipes serve 6 


Whole sea bass with ginger and garlic Picnled ginger 


Not all ovens can take a 2.2kg fish, but this also works 
well with six small sea bass, bream, or other firm- 
fleshed white fish (cook for about 25 minutes, or use 
fillets and cook them for 10-12 minutes). Whichever 
you use, add the ginger paste for the last 5 minutes 
only. Make the paste up to three days ahead. 

For the paste * 50g garlic cloves (about 12-14), 
peeled * lOOg fresh ginger, peeled * 5 tablespoons 
sunflower or groundnut oil * 5 spring onions, white 
and green parts, thinly sliced * 1V2 tablespoons 
Thai fish sauce * V2 teaspoon sugar * V4 teaspoon 
chilli powder or paprika For the fish * 2.2kg whole 
wild sea bass or bream, scaled and gutted 2 limes, 
sliced * 3 spring onions * Large handful fresh mint 
To serve * Boiled new potatoes tossed with butter 
and chopped coriander 

1 For the paste, either finely grate the garlic and ginger, 
chop finely, or whizz in a mini food processor (you may 
need to add some of the measured oil). Heat the oil in 
a frying pan over a medium heat. Add the garlic, ginger 
and spring onions and fry for 4-5 minutes, stirring 
occasionally, until golden and caramelised. It's essen- 
tial that the garlic doesn't burn, so move it off the heat 
if necessary. Add the fish sauce, sugar and chilli pow- 
der or paprika, and bubble for 30 seconds. Set aside. 

2 Heat the oven to 230°C/fan oven 210°C/mark 8. 
Slash the fish diagonally through to the bone in 
about 5 places. Season with sea salt and lots of 
freshly ground black pepper. Insert the lime slices 
into the slashes, sgueeze any remaining slices over 
the fish, then put them in the belly cavity, along 
with the spring onions and mint. Place the fish in 
a roasting tin and cover with baking parchment, 
then foil. Bake for 30-35 minutes until the flesh 
is opague through to the bone. 

3 Remove the foil and parchment. Spread the paste 
on the fish. Cook for a further 5 minutes, then serve. 


You can freeze 
leftover ginger, 
in chunks or 
grated, to use 
straight from 
the freezer. 
Alternatively, 
make a quick 
pickled ginger to 
serve with fish or 
roast duck, or to 
add to curries. 

Peel and thinly slice 
ginger into a clean, 
non-reactive pan. 
For every 40g 
ginger, add 1 00ml 
rice vinegar, 

1 teaspoon sugar 
and 14 teaspoon 
fine salt. Bring 
to a boil for 5 
minutes. Pour 
into a sterilised 
jar, cover and 
cool. Keep in 
the fridge and use 
within two weeks. 


Damson and mascarpone cheesecake 

I love the fragrant - almost floral - note the 'cheat' ingredient of 
damson jam brings to this recipe, but you could use a good quality 
cherry or blackcurrant jam Instead. I mix shortbread and digestive 
biscuits, but you can use only digestive biscuits, in which case add 
an extra 30g butter. This will keep In the fridge for up to 3 days. 

For the base * 150g all-butter shortbread * lOOg digestive 
biscuits * 70g butter, melted * 1 tablespoon demerara sugar 
* Finely grated zest of 1 lemon For the topping * 250g mas- 
carpone * 250g ricotta, drained of any liquid * 225ml sour 
cream ♦ 3 tablespoons golden caster sugar * 1 teaspoon vanilla 
essence * 1 tablespoon plain flour * 3 large eggs '•> 7 tablespoons 
damson jam (about half a Jar) 

1 Roughly line the base of a 20 x 30cm tin (at least 2.5cm deep) with 
baking parchment. Heattheovento180°C/fanoven160°C/mark4. 

2 For the base, break the biscuits into a food processor and blitz to 
crumbs. Pour in the melted butter, sugar and lemon zest, blending 
briefly to combine. (Or put the biscuits in a freezer bag, bash 
with a rolling pin, then pour into a bowl and stir In the remaining 
Ingredients.) Press into the bottom of the tin. 

3 For the topping, tip the mascarpone, ricotta, 125ml of the sour 
cream, sugar and vanilla Into the food processor (no need to wash It, 
a few crumbs are fine). Blend, then add the flour and a small pinch 
of salt and blend again. Add the eggs, one at a time, blending briefly 
after each one (or beat everything by hand in the same order). 

4 Spread 4 tablespoons of the jam over the base, then pour on the 
topping. Swirl In the remaining jam. Bake In the oven forlO minutes, 
lower the temperature to 160°C/fan oven 140°C/mark 3, then bake 
for a further 20 minutes until almost set but with a slight wobble. 
Remove from the oven and cool completely In the tin. 

5 Pour over the remaining sour cream and spread to cover the 
cheesecake. Transfer to the fridge for 3-4 hours before serving □

TRAVEL I SLOVENIA 



H ere's a tip should you visit Slovenia's Soca Vailey 
(pronounced 'So-cha'): take a road that hairpins up the 
western fiank one evening. You'ii find iittle more at the top 
than iush aipine pasture or a hamiet smelling of fresh hay 
and woodsmoke. But if ever you require a reminder of just 
how far this area feeis from modernity's huriy-buriy, the juxtaposition between 
the bucoiic fairy tale below and thousands of orange street lights twinkling 
across Italy's Friulian plain ahead should do the trick. 

Slovenia celebrates 25 years of independence next year and still most 
Britons struggle to place it on the map. Worse, many people - many govern- 
ments, even - confuse it with Slovakia. So common is the mistake, it seems 
emblematic of how Slovenia is the overlooked nation of Europe, and few 
destinations are as perversely overlooked in late summer as the Soca Valley. 

The Soca river wells up from a cleft in a spectacular glacial valley where 
Slovenia, Italy and Austria intersect. Over its 96 kilometres from the Julian Alps 
to the Italian border, it tumbles through shingle-roofed hamlets as a clear moun- 
tain brook then meanders as a broad china-blue stream through meadows 
coloured by wildflowers. As a river of astonishing turquoise brilliance, it cradles 
the wine hills of Goriska Brda before swerving away towards the Adriatic Sea. 

Since the Romans this has been a strategic route. In 1915, it became 
the Soca Front, the bloodiest battleground between Austria-Hungary and 
Italy. Cemeteries and chapels for the thousands of Austro-Hungarian 
and Italian casualties are ever-present. Trenches still snake through the 
mountains, preserved as open museums. 

Even in recent history, borders have proved slippery. Over home-made 
plum brandy, a farmer tells me about his Austro- 
Hungarian-born great-grandfather and his 
Italian-born father. He is Yugoslavian but his 
children are Slovene. Then comes the punchline: 

'We were all born in the same farmhouse.' 

So, to follow the Soca is not just to go from 
jagged alps to sun-drenched vineyards on back 
roads. It is also a journey through several coun- 
tries' worth of cultures within a distance you could 
drive in just two hours. I begin in Trenta, a loose 
collection of cuckoo-clock chalets, each with a 
carved balcony and neat woodpile. Ragged walls 
of rock fill the windscreen, rising so high I have to 
lean over the steering wheel to see their summits. 

Traditionally, the alpine village was one of 
woodsmen and mountain shepherds. Now it is

a base for walkers exploring Triglav National Park. Advised to take the 
trail into Zadnja Trenta valley I enter a world of Disney-esque beauty where 
corkscrew peaks frame pretty shingle-roofed chalets and the air is sweet with 
pine. So intense is the silence, I can hear my heartbeat. 

The young and adventurous head downriver to Bovec for white-water 
rafting. But for me it's Kobarid beyond that distills the surrounding loveliness 
into epicurean splendour. Although 2,000-metre peaks still sawtooth the 
horizon, the sun here is warmer, the scenery broader and lusher. The archi- 
tecture switches from alpine chalets to Italianate villas - Ernest Hemingway 
in A Farewell to Arms recalls Kobarid as a ‘little white town with a campanile' 
- and they chirrup 'Ciao, ciao!' in shops. 

Brilliant restaurants appear, too. Topli Val on the shuttered main square is 
Slovenia's standout fish restaurant, and Hisa Franko serves brilliant seasonal 
menus in its dusky-pink villa. ‘What is a famed chef doing in a remote valley?' 
I ask Hisa Franko's owner Ana Ros. 'A farmer on that hill makes my cheese,' 
she says, pointing. ‘Lamb and kid goat come from the alpine pasture there.' 
Rich meadows supply her with wild herbs and flowers, apples, chestnuts, nuts 
and wild mushrooms. The Adriatic an hour away provides fresh fish. In the 
nearby Dreznica village, knotted around sagging hay barns beneath Krn 
mountain, I meet a farmer who says simply, 'Food here is for the soul.' The 
landscape an hour downstream changes as abruptly as if someone 
has pulled back a curtain. You crest a hill then, as if by magic, hundreds of 
hummocky moraine hills appear, each topped by a pretty white village and 
a campanile, and terraced by green vineyards and silver olive trees. 

This is Goriska Brda, the lost twin to Italy's Gollio wine region, which is only 
now rediscovering itself after Yugoslav collectivi- 
sation ceased in 1990. Today around 150 family 
vineyards each produce roughly 50,000 bottles 
a year: from elegant national flag bearers such as 
Movia in Ceglo, to the six-hectare organic estate 
of Klinec in Medana. It's a wine geek's dream. 

Organic producers sit you down for hours with 
plates of homemade prsut (local prosciutto) in 
rustic kitchens to explain fermentation experi- 
ments and 'orange' wines, where the juice 
of white wine grapes are left to macerate on 
their skins for richer colours and more intense 
flavours. The sun shines. Another bottle is 
opened. Your schedule slips. It never happens this 
way in Europe's more recognised wine regions. 
But being overlooked does have its advantages □

SHOPPING DISTRICTS 

THE MEDINA This comprises the souk and numerous 
labyrinthine streets and passages of different neighbourhoods, 
all contained within the old city walls. In the heart of the souk, 
Mustapha Blaoui is a treasure trove of lanterns, fabrics, 
furniture and rugs. For the latter, also check out the collections 
on offer by the Zarib brothers, third-generation carpet dealers, 
at their shop near the spice market. Close by, in the group of 
shops that make up Souk Cherifia (where fashion, jewellery, 
accessories and homeware designers market their goods), 
Marrakshi Life, owned by ex-New Yorker Randall Bachner, 
is my favourite. Pop into Vanessa Di Mino's Chabi Chic 
(chabi-chic.com) for teapots and glasses, Moroccan spices in 
chemistry tubes and kids' aprons. Elsewhere in the old town, 
Lup 31 (Iup31.com) in the Riad Sidi Mimoune quarter is 
wonderful for mirrors, cushions, light fittings and rustic-chic 
furnishings, and in Dar el Bacha is Topolina, designer Isabelle 
Lallemang's boutique selling coats, vintage accessories, and 
handmade shoes.

GUELIZ Located in the new town, Lalla (lalla.fr), a boutique 
owned by accessories designer Laetitia Trouillet (for many 
years Marrakech's premier personal shopper), should be 
anyone's first stop for fabulous bags and jewellery. The 
super-stylish showroom at Fennwerk (fennwerk.com) 
features African artefacts, beautiful tribal rugs and furniture. 
Head to concept store 33 Rue Majorelle (33ruemajorelle. 
com), which is like a well-edited mini souk with kitchenware 
from Chabi Chic, fashion from Noureddine Amir and colourful 
local crafts. And finally, check out Youssef for great 
art deco and impeccably restored vintage furniture. 

SIDI GHANEM This is the industrial area just a 10-minute 
drive from the centre of town. Here, Magasin General offers a 
wide selection of beautifully crafted Belgian colonial furniture - 
vintage and reproduction. Across the street is the Voice Gallery 
(voicegallery.net), showcasing the work of contemporary 
Moroccan artists. For glorious hand-woven fabrics, bedding 
and scarves, head to the riotous showroom of Florence 
Teillet. A bit farther afield on the Route d'Amizmiz, the Beldi 
Country Club (beldicountryclub.com) has just launched Beldi 
Glassworks - a collection of artisan ‘studios' specialising in 
the production of Morocco's iconic ribbed tea glasses.

SURFING WITH A 
SOCIAL CONSCIENCE 



Travelling east from Bali to the island of Sumba, Lucinda Stump feels at home 
in Nihiwatu, an eco resort that attracts surfers from around the world for 
its wave and charm, and which also plays a role in the local community

L ove your work and work with your 
heart,' says Jenny, my 'butler', who has 
seamlessly anticipated my every need 
at this idyilic Indonesian resort. A week 
after leaving Nihiwatu on the little-known island of 
Sumba, it is Jenny and the other Sumbanese staff 
who remain at the front and centre of my mind. 

After an hour's flight east from Bali, we head 
south by car - zigzagging along winding, pock- 
marked roads, dodging overloaded trucks and 
motorbikes and slowing down for hordes of waving 
children on their way home from school. We crawl 
steadily upwards through increasingly barren, pre- 
wet-season terrain before rounding one last corner 
and catching sight of the long arc of sand below, 
which borders the 560-acre Nihiwatu estate. 

We are greeted warmly and Jenny leads us 
past the magnificent Menara hut - used as a read- 
ing and games room, with the tallest Sumbanese 
roof on the island - down through meticulously 
maintained gardens to the Nio Beach Club and 
our first glimpse of the famous left-hand break. 
The wave has been attracting the world's keenest 
surfers since a resort was first established here in 
2001. Restricted to just 10 surfers at a time, it is 
hypnotic, rolling repetitively and predictably across 
the front of the resort and providing an endless dis- 
traction. Duke, a charming Californian whom I meet 
at the Boathouse bar, tells me he has surfed all 
over the world and Nihiwatu is the best. The fishing 
and diving, he says, are also world-class. He should 
know. He's been coming here for 12 years. 

Our secluded villa, set in a private tropical 
garden with its own pool, outside shower and 
beachside pavilion, is one of 21 at the resort, with 
anotherll discreetly under construction. It has an 
arresting view of the wave and is stylishly deco- 
rated in teak and bamboo. At the door, inscribed in 
the sand, is the message 'Welcome Ibu Lucinda'. 
I slip off my shoes and feel instantly at home. 

Natalia, the guest experience manager, who is 
responsible for ensuring everyone gets the most 
out of their stay, suggests I take a ride along the 
beach on one of the sturdy indigenous ponies 
before a sunset cruise along the coast and dinner 
at the main Ombak restaurant and bar lounge. The 
menu is simple: freshly caught tripletail and mahi- 
mahi served with vegetables grown in the resort's 
organic garden. Ninety per cent of the staff is 
drawn from the local tribes people and the Marapu 
men wear traditional ikat costumes and brandish 
machete-like swords that are called parangs. 

Early the next morning, I forgo yoga and snorkel- 
ling and head off on a Spa Safari experience, 
traipsing across a thirsty landscape, past herds of 
buffalo, to the village of Weihola, where life has not 
changed in 1,000 years. The dozen or so bamboo 
houses, chaotically arranged around a central 
sguare of megalithic tombs and stone sacrifice 
tables, all sport the impressive and preposterously 
tall thatched roofs that are unique to Sumba. The 


of malaria by a staggering 85 per cent, sunk 
60 wells, built 240 water stations, performed 
countless cataract operations and instituted a 
school-lunch and malnutrition program. 

On my last night, after a Sumba Iced Tea cocktail, 
which is anything but benign, and a delicious 
'family-style' Indonesian feast at a long table 
overlooking the ocean, I dance in the bar with 
Jenny and the other staff and promise to return. 
I suspect that everyone who visits Nihiwatu feels 
exactly the same way □

elderly smile shyly from mouths reddened by betel 
nut. The young have left to fetch water. My hike 
ends with a relaxing foot massage given by a 
therapist and brunch in a fantasy tree house 
overlooking the sea. 

It is possible to do as much or as little as you like 
while staying at Nihiwatu, but I am intrigued by The 
Sumba Foundation, set up by the original owners 
to channel all the resort's profits back into the 
community. Since 2001, it has, with the involve- 
ment of the local people, reduced the incidence

In the kitchen, a separate drinks fridge seems to be 
de rigueur, whether hidden or with vintages on show, and the 
trend for creating one living and eating space rather than 
having a separate kitchen and dining room shows no sign of 
abating. Here, too, the design trend is about having an 
atmosphere that is less ‘kitchen’ - take a look at the sleek 
DesignSpace London scheme on page 50 - and more about 
bringing friends and family together in one place.

mma Sims-Hilditch has had a 
busy 18 months. Her interior 

design business has doubled in 

size - she now employs 12 staff 
including designers and project 

managers - and has moved out 

of her home into what was, just a year ago, 
a dilapidated and boarded-up public house 
showing little sign of potential. 

Thanks to her expert eye, Emma saw 
beyond the decaying roof and overgrown 
garden and was instead drawn to the 
Cotswold stone and Georgian proportions.

to the house, it was difficult to separate 
work from family when the office was 
in the next room.’ The need for a bigger 
space and the pub’s location just a mile 
from home persuaded Emma to buy it. 

With the help of her husband, John, 
and Mark Watson of the architecture 
hrm and surveyors Watson, Bertram and 
Fell, they set about a redesign. There was 
little merit inside but as Emma explains, 
‘The building had amazing bones, and 
lovely stone which we repointed with 
traditional lime mortar.’ They opened up 
the interior, added Dutch timber floor- 
ing and put pine boards on the ceiling, 
white-washed with a mixture of water 
and emulsion for a textured look.

Sims Hilditch, Emma is creative director 
of Neptune, her husband’s kitchen, fur- 
niture and accessories brand. ‘We have 
a “Chichester” kitchen from the Nep- 
tune range at home and when clients see 
it, they invariably opt for the same. Our 
projects often involve redesigning houses 
where the brief is for an open-plan kitchen 
so we decided to put three designs from 
the Neptune collection in the studio: 
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“Limehouse”, the newest, “Chichester” and 
“Suffolk”, so clients can see them in situ.’ 

As you enter the design studio, the 
‘Limehouse’ kitchen is at the rear of the 
building. It has a working oven and fridge 
and this is where staff gather to eat and 
relax together. ‘I believe you have to love 
food to be a good kitchen designer,’ she 
says, ‘and John and I do.’ Emma also 
entertains clients here and has plans to 
host parties and cooking demonstrations. 
‘Interacting with clients and establishing 
good relationships is very much part of our 
philosophy, so it’s heaven to have space in 
the design studio to do that.’ 

Sims Hilditch has numerous projects 
in the pipeline, including a redesign of 
Laura Ashley’s former home in Wales 


and a Cotswolds manor house dating back 
to the Tudor period. It’s a very exciting 
time for us,’ says Emma. ‘We are in House 
& Garden’s list of ‘100 Leading Interior 
Designers’ for the second year running 
and have launched ‘Neptune by Sims 
Hilditch’ for clients who want an acces- 
sible design solution rather than a bespoke 
service. I dream of planting a vegetable 
garden and my artist daughter would like 
to hold an exhibition in the studio. We 
might even create an outside play area for 
boules.’ Emma chats away describing her 
bucket list of challenges, and, knowing 
her, she will make it all happen □

’ he owners do a lot of entertaining, 
and for that there is a grand 
dining room. This is very much 
an informal space; somewhere 
private where the family can 
spend time and relax when 
they don’t have guests,’ says Claire Parry, 
the designer responsible for the slick, 
modern interiors of this large newbuild set 
in a vast woodland plot in Surrey. 

For that reason, the owners did not 
want a kitchen that looked particularly 
like a kitchen. However, they did want 
a serious work space with aU the latest 
appliances. To fulfill this divergent brief 
they turned to DesignSpace London, which 
is the exclusive UK distributor of Italian 
kitchen brand Modulnova. Luke Beveridge, 
senior designer at DesignSpace London, says: 
‘We like Modulnova because it is a young, 
energetic company driven by a passion 
for materials, and one that is open to 


suggestions from us.’ 

Luke’s answer was to conceal all the 
‘serious kit’ behind a bank of wardrobe-style 
cabinets with sleek pocket doors. The joinery 
in such a design has to be perfect as any flaw 
would instantly attract attention. The doors 
conceal the functioned aspects of the kitchen 
including a fuU-height larder with grey-tinted 
glass shelves and motion-sensor lights; a 
stainless steel worktop and splashback, with a 
boiling water tap; and a bank of Gaggenau 
ovens. ‘It is a really excellent machine from 
which you can make a damn good meal. But 
when the doors are shut you wouldn’t know it 
was there,’ says Luke. 

Taking centre stage is an island unit with 
a Pietra del Cordosa worktop, a type of 
stone that Luke selected for its interesting 
veining. ‘Although the owners wanted 
the kitchen to be clean and minimalist, 
they also wanted a richness of materials. 
The Pietra del Cordosa was critical to 


In this sleek, modern space, the cabinet doors

The 
design connects the indoors with the 
woodland outside and when the bi-fold doors 
are opened, the whole area seems as one. 



achieving that look,’ he explains. In 
terms of cooking, equipment is kept to a 
minimum: a small prep sink, a zoneless hob 
(controlled via a liquid-crystal display screen) 
and dual gas burners for Asian-style cooking. 
There is litde to distract the eye, even if the 
family is sitting at the breakfast bar, which 
Claire has furnished with a classic design: 
the ‘Bertoia’ wire bar stool from Knoll. 
Designed by Harry Bertoia in 1952, it looks 
perfecdy at home in this modern setting. 

For the cabinets in both areas, Luke 
has chosen the super sleek ‘Fly’ range by 
Modulnova, finished in ‘Conchiglia Soft’ 
satin lacquer. ‘There is a lot of natural light 
coming in through the bi-fold doors, so gloss 
would have been too shiny’ he says. Partnered 
with the white of the Perlino marble floor tiles 
it creates a fresh but ealming palette. 

The only real complication of this project 
was the high ceilings, which meant the 
extractor fan could not be recessed. Luke’s 
solution was to turn it into a design feature. 
The resulting pieee, which is fashioned from 
glass and stainless steel, cleverly echoes the 
simple lines of the kitchen. He also added 
top boxes to the wall of cabinets, as he felt 
a space between the top of the cabinets and 
the ceiling would look untidy. This has the 
added advantage of providing extra storage, 
although there is already ample — this is not 
a kitehen where utensils should be on show. 

While the choice of materials in the 
kitchen is unusual the principle of the 
design is fairly typical. ‘The concealed 
kitchen is increasingly popular,’ says Luke. 
‘Everyone wants a kitchen that looks like a 
piece of furniture’ □

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Budding chefs learn their craft in newly refurbished kitchens at Tante Marie

eading through the CVs of 
graduates from Tante Marie 
Culinary Academy is like being 
transported to foodie heaven. 
From Neil Rankin - behind the 
highly acclaimed Smokehouse 
eateries — to chefs now working the kit- 
chens of the two-Michelin star Noma in 
Copenhagen, Jamie Oliver’s Fifteen and 
New Zealand chef Peter Gordon’s fusion 
fine dining restaurants, the school, found- 
ed in 1954, is responsible for training some 
of the world’s top chefs as well as a cluster 
of movers and shakers in the food industry. 

The academy has recently moved from 
its original post in a Victorian town house 
in Woking, Surrey, to a glass-fronted site in 
the heart of the city, complete with new 
teaching kitchens and The Restaurant at 


Tante Marie. A bustling mix of good food 
and friendly service, the restaurant is a 
modern brasserie staffed by the students in 
order to give them the opportunity to gain 
experience while showcasing new skills. 

Andrew Maxwell, dre academy’s manag- 
ing director and principal, spearheaded the 
expansion of the academy: ‘I was a chef 
myself for eight years,’ he explains, ‘but by 
the age of 27, I realised I didn’t want my 
own restaurant and was looking for a new 
challenge. Tante Marie was in need of a 
deputy principal and I grabbed the oppor- 
tunity’ Since then, he has brought Lyndy 
Redding into the academy, an ex-student 
and one of London’s top catering and event 
planners with her company Absolute Taste. 
Together they are committed to maintain- 
ing its position as one of the pre-eminent

The new premises have teaching kitchens 
designed by Poggenpohl. ‘I needed train- 
ing kitchens that were stylish and well 
made in an uncomplicated design. The 
cupboards and work surfaces get continu- 
ous wear and tear so it had to be high 
quality’ says Andrew. Philip Winter, 
Poggenpohl’s marketing director, saw the 
potential in an official partnering pro- 
gramme and a deal was made. Though 
Poggenpohl is usually seen in a domestic 
environment, the flexibility of its designs 
meant it could be easily adapted to meet 
the needs of a busy learning environment.

interior fittings to accommodate a wide 
variety of cooking utensils, pots, pans and 
serving dishes. Several individual work 
stations were created within the teaching 
kitchen so that trainee chefs can work 
comfortably side-by-side with easy access 
to everything they need. 

Tante Marie offers three levels of cooking 
courses: professional, gap year and lifestyle. 
‘Cooking has become cool,’ explains 
Andrew. ‘With so many food programmes 
to watch, people want to learn to do it 
properly’ Tante Marie attracts students of 
all ages, from 1 6 year olds to middle-agers 
seeking a change of direction. One of 
their recent graduates, for example, was a 
70-year-old retired surgeon who ‘just 
wanted to learn to cook beautiful food.’ 

Chef Neil Rankin explains the impor- 
tance of the academy to him: ‘Tante Marie 
provided me with invaluable training. I 
wouldn’t be where I am today without it.’

The brief stated a desire for a contem- 
porary look and, ironically, Alex found 
the design by delving into the past. The 
Original Hand Painted collection is one 
of Smallbone’s earliest designs, but with 
a few tweaks, such as removing some of 
the traditional mouldings and curves, it 
came to life for the client. 

Food preparation and cooking takes 
place on the island while the fridge, freezer 
and other major appliances are sunk into a 
plaster wall off to the side. Two steel-clad 
pillars, one purely decorative, rise from the 
island and add symmetry. Alex explains: 
‘We needed a focal point for the room, but 
of course with that glorious view, all eyes 
tend to be fixed on the beach’ □

t takes vision to create a harmonious 
blend of old and new styles, and for 
the owners of this Tyneside property, 
a series of bold design choices has re- 
sulted in an ideal mcirriage of the two. 
This open-plan but thoughtfully zoned 
kitchen is housed in a new three-storey 
extension, attached to a nineteenth-century 
coach house, replacing the footprint of an 
outdated Sixties addition. To one side, the 
main front entrance provides formed access 
to the house, while on the other, double 
doors lead to an integrated boot room and 
have become an informal entry point for 


the family to the hub of the house. 

‘It’s an unusual renovation and we 
wanted to create a highly functional kitchen 
to reflect that,’ says one of the owners. 
The couple has a keen eye for combin- 
ing aesthetics and practicality - he works 
in business development, while she works 
in the fashion industry. ‘We were keen 
on something that was timelessly classic,’ 
he says, ‘but with suitable contempo- 
rary touches, much like the old and new 
elements of our home.’ 

The pair turned to Julia Brown of 
Mowlem & Co, who focused her attention 
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not only on the kitchen’s design, but also 
how it would link to other elements of the 
space, such as the informal snug at one 
end of the room. ‘The challenge was to 
include all the key requirements, but we 
didn’t want the space to look crowded,’ 
explains Julia. 

A solution was found in an ingenious 
floor plan that combines a striking L-shape 
central island with a built-in banquette 
and a curved breakfast bar. In addition, 
Julia designed an extensive sink wall, with 
plenty of space behind for a concealed 
utility cupboard. To create a sense of 
symmetry, frosted-glass doors flank the 
sink unit, one leading to a walk-in pantry, 
the other to the boot room, from which 
sliding pocket doors allow access to the 
utility area. Elements such as a chalk- 
board, an open-ended magazine rack 
built into the dining booth and the etched 
glass doors introduce contemporary flair, 
paired with classic Shaker-style cabinetry 
and limed-oak finishes. 



‘The boot room is a hugely practical 
and much-used addition,’ says the owner. 
‘Initially, we weren’t sure how to incorpo- 
rate it elegantly but the opaque glass doors 
do the job brilliantly.’ 

The diversity that the layout offers is the 
most successful element of the scheme. 
‘We have everything that we need and 
everything has its place,’ he says. ‘We can 
either relax at the dining table for supper 
or perch on one of the stools with a cof- 
fee at breakfast.’ As for Julia, the kitchen’s 
ergonomic design is its real calling card. ‘I 
love the overall view of the room through 
the bi-fold glass doors as well as entering 
from the boot room or the main hallway’ 
she says. ‘In fact, from all points of access, 
the first impressions are very pleasing.’ 
And given its position at the very heart of 
this reworked coach house, it’s clear that 
first impressions count □

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his kitchen project was part 
of a larger extension where 
the family wanted to incor- 
porate a kitchen and living 
area to create a functional, 
social, resilient space that 
could handle the changing dynamics of 
family life. Nicole Salvesen, from inte- 
rior design team Salvesen Graham was 
assigned to the refurbishment of the 
house and worked on the kitchen design 
in collaboration with Martin Moore. 

‘We have worked for the clients before 
and they are delightfully easy-going, 
with two children and another born just 
after the project was finished,’ says 
Nicole. They wanted a casual kitchen 
that would be the centre of the home.’ 
The kitchen area is huge, with a play- 
room to one side as well as a large utility 
area. ‘We leave the cabinetry and layout 
to the experts, as they know their stuff 
Our input involved colour, lighting and 
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ambience. The blue island, painted in 
‘Stiffkey Blue’ by Farrow & Ball, set the 
palette used in the rest of the house,’ says 
Nicole. Clever lighting delineates each 
area of the kitchen, creating a different 
ambience in each seating ‘zone’ - essen- 
tial in a large, open-plan space. 

The client chose Martin Moore for the 
kitchen design, and designer Toni Silver 
explains the planning process: ‘We were 
brought into the project at the planning 
stage, which enabled us to ensure that 
all the plumbing, sockets, windows and 
doors were correctly positioned. Once 
these basics are decided, the kitchen 
plans can sit and wait for as long as you 
like until you need them.’ 

Toni’s initial conversation with the 
client required some teasing out of how 
she thought the kitchen would function. 
She steered her away from an island hob 
and suggested a design that kept all the 
cooking in one place. ‘It’s not ideal hav- 
ing a hob on an island if you have small 
children,’ she explains. ‘It means carry- 
ing hot pans around and also little hngers 
can reach up and be in danger of getting 
burnt. There are also issues with extrac- 
tion, as you may not want an overhead 
hood in the middle of a room.’ 

The client wanted a worktop with a 
homogeneous look. To achieve this, they 
opted for Caesarstone, an engineered 
quartz with precise detail and veining, as 
opposed to granite. It is also highly durable 
and will cope with everything from hnger- 
painting and hsh fingers to dinner parties 
as the children grow up. 

Salvesen Graham sourced the mouth- 
blown glass pendant lights above the 
island from Curiousa & Curiousa in Der- 
byshire, and added classic Fames chairs 
around the adjacent dining table. ‘The joy 
of working closely with a client is creating 
a space that works as well for them today 
as it will in 20 years,’ says Nicole. ‘This 
kitchen definitely has longevity’ □

or over a decade, Andrew Hall 
could well identify with the 
oft-quoted saying that ‘the son 
of a shoemaker has no shoes’. 
A kitchen designer by trade, 
Andrew has been at the helm of 
Woodstock Furniture since 2004, design- 
ing imaginative, hand-crafted kitchens in 
both classic and contemporary styles, but 
his own kitchen had thus far eluded his 
expert gaze. 

Andrew and his wife Melanie, along with 
their four sons, have lived in their Thir- 
ties semi-detached house near Richmond 
Park since 2000. A year ago, the couple 
undertook a substantial renovation that 
saw them channeling their ideas into a 
brand new scheme for the kitchen. ‘When 
we moved in, the kitchen was in a small 
corner of the ground floor and came com- 
plete with a serving hatch,’ says Andrew. 
‘There was a rudimentary combination of 
conservatory and lean-to, which housed 
the dining area, and although the space 
served a purpose, we knew that a thor- 
ough overhaul was long overdue.’ 

Andrew drew up plans for a revised 
layout that broadly emulated the footprint 
of tire original extension. The new kitchen 
includes generous roof lanterns, plus floor- 
to-ceHing doors leading onto the terrace and 
a striking picture window at the rear that 
draws the eye in an uninterrupted view from 
the front of the house to the back. 

‘The biggest challenge was refining the 
layout,’ says Andrew. ‘We wanted to create 
an architectural, sculptural kitchen while 
providing an interesting journey for the user 
rather than a vast, clinical space.’ He settled 
on a zoned approach to create a series of 
living spaces, each with their own purpose.

‘Placing the dining table near the windows 
by the garden was a tempting option, 
but we chose to place it in the spot that 
receives the least light, in what was once 
the rear of the original house,’ he explains. 
‘We had retained the period chimneypiece 
there and for us it made sense to create 
a cosy, atmospheric dining area instead, 
emphasised with moody walls painted in 
‘Black Blue’ by Farrow & Ball.’ 

Influenced by American kitchen design, 
a partial wall flanked by open shelving 
delineates tire dining area from the kitchen. 
A Mercury range cooker is housed on the 
other side of the wall, while a Quartzite- 
topped French farmhouse table acts as a 
practical island. To one side is a series of 
painted cupboards that house the pantry, 
refrigerator and a concealed workstation, 
while units incorporating appliances, a sink, 
additional head-height ovens and a warm- 
ing drawer are on the adjacent wall. Adja- 
cent to this hub lies a new sitting room. 

The right choice of materials was 
essential to create a cohesive look and, 
here, Andrew’s expertise came into its own. 
‘The key to designing a great kitchen is to 
honestly assess your needs,’ he says. ‘We 
admire a minimal look, but we don’t live 
that way as a family. We’re collectors; we 
love displaying art and vintage treasures 
and so our kitchen had to reflect that,’ 

As a result, a warm, natural oak was the 
starting point for the scheme and recurs 
throughout, its contrasting grains used to 
striking effect in a floor-to-ceiling panelled 
wall which conceals additional storage, 
with accents appearing via display shelv- 
ing and a horizontal wine rack. Dark- 
painted cupboards link the kitchen to the 
dining area, while large-scale porcelain 
concrete-effect floor tiles cover the kitchen 
floor and the terrace beyond. 

‘In bigger spaces, the traditional work- 
ing ‘triangle’ can be hard to achieve,’ 
says Andrew. ‘So we opted for a cooking, 
prep and wet zone instead. Groceries are 
unpacked in the pantry area, prepped on 
the island and washed at the sink.’ Small 
but important touches include taking the 
kitchen units to full height to counteract 
a relatively low ceiling, adding a steam 
oven, and fitting the dishwasher close 
to crockery storage. 

As a designer, I put together kitchens 
aH the time,’ says Andrew. ‘But on this 
occasion, I could do exactly what I wanted, 
which was rather liberating’ □

The owner of this west 
London flat sought help 
to create a modern 
kitchen that pairs 
functionality with flair

t is in a great, art-deco mansion block 
and the interior hadn’t been touched 
since the Thirties, so it was like a mu- 
seum,’ says Will Roberts, the owner of 
this vast, 200-square-metre apartment 
in London’s west end. It was also divided 
into numerous rooms with varying ceiling 
heights, so Will’s hrst job was to create a 
new layout comprising three bedrooms 
and bathrooms, a capacious living-cum- 
dining area and a generous kitchen. 

Will had a Varenna by Poiiform kitchen 
in his previous house, and was keen to have 
the same again. ‘Will has conhdence in 
Poiiform, and was happy to give me a fairly 
free rein,’ says Rebecca Sharrocks, senior 
kitchen designer at Poiiform. ‘His brief 
was for something smart and clean, but 
not so minimalist as to be cold. He had a 
list of appliances he wanted to be included, 
from a steam oven to a wine cooler; he also 
required a utility area. The only other 
stipulation was that we should work around 
a central lighting feature: the ‘Array’ pen- 
dant from CTO Lighting.’ 

The main challenge was the size of the 
space - achieving the clean look Will was 
after, without creating something visually 
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monotonous. ‘A typical Poliform kitchen 
has a mixture of low and tall units, and an 
island for balance, and that was especially 
important in this kitchen. We also com- 
bined two lines in high-contrast finishes: 
Alea’ in white lacquer for the base units 
and wall-mounted cabinets, and ‘Matrix’ 
in spessart-oak veneer for the tall units 
and table,’ explains Rebecca. Both lines 
are handleless, and so make a harmoni- 
ous partnership. Thanks to the different 
shades and textures, they also create a bold 
look with real impact. For the worktops, 
splashbacks and sink Rebecca opted for 
Corian. ‘It is seamless, which is ideal for 
this style ofkitchen,’ she notes. 

Rebecca’s other priority was to conceal 
anything that would distract from the 
simple lines of the design. She blocked off 
an unattractive window above the sink and 
hid the extractor fan in the ceiling. She 
also recessed the Gaggenau gas hob into 
the Corian worktop on the island unit. 

However, as the island unit was so long, 
it needed an additional feature. This took 
the form of a 180 cm square table set with 
bespoke bar stools sourced by Will, which 
provide a casual eating area to complement 
the formal dining space in the next room. 

‘I’m thrilled with the result,’ says Will, 
who has completed the look with walls 
painted in ‘French Grey Mid’ by Little 
Greene, and ‘Terra Max’ concrete-effect 
porcelain tiles by Capitol Designer Studios. 

In the opinion of Poliform’s director 
George Khachfe, who oversaw the project, 
the final result is true to the brand’s iden- 
tity. ‘A Poliform kitchen is pure, yet full of 
character; pared back yet luxurious,’ he 
says. However, he is keen to point out that 
the most important aspect of the kitchen, 
functionality, cannot be appreciated until 
you are actually in it. ‘A kitchen must work 
- there’s no point in making something 
pretty if it isn’t a pleasure to use.’ Fortu- 
nately for Will, George has that in hand □

From an empty shell to an esoteric sanctuary 
designed for escapism and solitude 


nterior designer Tom Carey was 
given free rein when assigned with 
the task of revitalising this former 
worker’s cottage in Shoreditch, Lon- 
don, as any sign of its Victorian 
heritage had been stripped during 
the renovation. As an up-and-coming 
designer, he is gaining a reputation for his 
understanding of classic styles and bold 
approach to colour and pattern. 

The claw-foot, roll-top bath and basin 
with nickel httings are from The Albion 
Bath Company, while the floor is tiled 


using reclaimed encaustic tiles with a 
foliage pattern from The Antique Floor 
Company. The zodiac tiles on the back of 
the shower wall were printed to an 1880s 
design by Gothic revivalist, William 
Burges. Above the basin, vintage railway 
carriage lanterns flank a brass embossed 
mirror - a flea market hnd. 

‘As a boy chorister at New College, 
Oxford, I was undoubtedly influenced 
by the architecture and the ritual,’ says 
Tom. ‘So I’ve always liked interiors that 
have a whiff of incense about them’ □

vista spilling in from outside.’ Combining

y the time Bruce Tolmie- 
Thomson decided to move 
his young family from the 
bright lights of London to 
an idyllic rural setting on 
the Wiltshire-Dorset border, 
he knew exactly what he wanted out of 
his home. With 20 years’ experience as a 
partner at a leading property consultancy 
in London, Bruce has seen design trends 
come and go so he knows what works and 
where to hnd the best of it all. ‘I decided 
to manage the complete build myself, 
while still working full-time, so I needed 
to enlist the expertise of people I could 
trust,’ he explains. A visit to the C P Hart 
showroom in Chelsea for a quick refresh- 
er on the new Matki, Duravit and Lefroy 
Brooks ranges and the designs for the hve 
bathrooms were well underway. 

The family had Matki-designed 
bathrooms in their London home and 
were impressed with the durability and 
functionality of the range. The top floor 
of the new house presented a design 


challenge: a steep, pitched roof and 
no natural light. ‘The awkward shape 
of my daughters’ bathroom meant we 
needed a completely customised design, for 
which Matki’s Ultra Bespoke service was 
perfect,’ says Bruce. The streamlined look 
was created using lOmm-thick safety glass 
from the EauZone Plus collection, cut 
to accommodate the sloping ceiling and 
recessed into the walls and floor for a frame- 
less look. The clever design transformed a 
hard-to-use space into a striking bathroom 
but it’s the hidden detail that Bruce appreci- 
ates most: ‘The quality of the metalwork is 
fantastic and the design is just so practical. 
The non-slip hinges on the shower door 
only bend to 90 degrees, so the door doesn’t 
hit the ceiling.’ It’s coming up to a year since 
the 18-month build was completed and 
Bruce muses on what he might change if he 
started again: ‘Nothing. My wife is happy, 
my daughters are happy and I am happy, 
so let’s leave it at that’ □

he idea of taking a whole floor 
of a London house for one 
bedroom and en suite bath- 
room could seem a little self 
indulgent to some. Actually, in 
most cases, the need for more 
rooms for family and guests often makes 
it impractical. But spurred on by interior 
designer Martin Hulbert, the owners of 
this property created a first-floor sanctu- 
ary just for themselves and made space for 
the children and nanny one floor above. 

‘It was a total house renovation,’ explains 
Martin. ‘The brief for the main bedroom 
suite was for individual dressing rooms and 
washing spaces within an area that felt like 
a sitting room rather than being purely 
functional’ The other request was for the 
scheme to be unlike anyone else’s.

It was Martin’s decorative skills - 
elegance with a hint of yesteryear - at The 
Grove hotel in Hertfordshire that caught 
the owner’s eye while flicking through an 
old copy of House & Garden. In this house, 
there are ideas taken from The Grove, 
particularly the bespoke chandelier above 
the bath tub, because the client loved 
them. The peaches and cream bedroom 
suite is undeniably feminine. Martin 
explains the mood: ‘I chose calm, relax- 
ing colours that remind me of a woman’s 
complexion - gentle hues of beige, creamy 
pink and soft, chalky shades’. 

The layout was dictated by lifestyle: 
an early-rising husband not wishing to 
disturb his wife’s sleep. In view of this, 
Martin opted to segregate the two rooms 
with sliding doors and added mirrors on 
the bathroom side near the clothes and 
dressing area. The husband can then 
shave, shower, dress and leave by the 
bathroom door, which leads directly into 
the corridor and stairs, without having to 
go back through the bedroom.

In order to create the sitting room 
ambience, Martin employed certain 
techniques. He steered clear of tiles and 
marble, except where strictly necessary, 
and used the same cornicing, skirting and 
oak flooring as he had throughout the 
house. The chimneypiece, moved from a 
downstairs room, chaise and mahogany 
vanity unit all add to the feeling of seren- 
ity. Framed artworks from the owners’ 
collection add a modern touch and make 
the space feel less dainty.

On this floor, there are three custom- 
made chandeliers and Martin has ensured 
they are fixed on the ceiling in carefully 
spaced alignment. As he explains, ‘Hav- 
ing a straight line for the eye to follow 
allows you to be a little unpredictable in 
your decorating, which is what I love.’ His 
whimsical style is seen in the partnering of 
a fringed stool - a mix of wood chip and 
leather - with an antique dressing table 
and by the prominence of leather, not a 
material typically found in a bathroom 
setting. Here, Martin has used it to cover 
the backs of doors and on bespoke pink- 
leather handles to create a luxurious effect. 

Martin forged a long-standing friend- 
ship with the clients while working on 
this house. ‘I liked them enormously and 
we had an immediate rapport,’ he says. 
‘After our first meeting, I was so inspired 
I sent them a plan of how I thought the 
house should look. The lovely thing was 
that after I got confirmation of the project, 
they didn’t change a thing’ □

ittle more delights an accom- 
plished designer than a client 
with a clear vision of their needs 
and an eye for high-quality 
products. When Fired Earth 

designer Cohn Roby-Welford 

met the owner of a barn conversion in 
Oxfordshire, his design dreams came 
true. ‘It all began with a single tile,’ 
muses Colin. ‘We were both admiring 
the ‘Furnace Iron’ tile in the Fired Earth 
showroom in Adderbury, Oxfordshire, 
and started talking. Before I knew it, 

I was at the helm of a complete refur- 
bishment project for a weekend retreat, 
which included the opportunity to design 
and decorate a steam room.’ 

The logistics were arranged through 
Fired Earth’s bathroom design service, 
as a steam shower room needs water- 
proofing and tanking before you can 
think about how it will look. Certain 
tiles also need sealing to stop any stain- 
ing in a steamy environment. In general, 
the more grouting needed, the more 
porous the tiles can be - sheets of 
mosaic, which also give you the option of 
working with curves, are a good choice. 

‘Some tiles are more 
suitable than others in 
a steamy environment 
but the irideseent 
glass mosaies in deep 
sapphire were perfeet’ 

Using marble for the seat and floor 
lightens the scheme and adds another 
element of luxury. 

‘Some tiles are more suitable than 
others in this situation but the irides- 
cent glass mosaics in deep sapphire were 
perfect,’ says Colin. The colour of the tile 
is achieved when earth oxides are added 
to smelted glass from recycled bottles. 
The end result is wonderfully durable 
and gives an interesting glow when their 
rich colours are picked up by thought- 
ful lighting. ‘Our ambition is always to 
create designs with impact and I’d say 
we have achieved it here’ □

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^ hen it came to creat- 
ing a design scheme 
for this bathroom, 
the developers Car- 
rington Fox wanted 
to achieve an archi- 
tectural aesthetic that mirrored the rest of 
the property. Every feting, fixture, tile and 
light was hand-picked for its quality and to 
ensure modern comforts were balanced 
with the sophisticated ambience. 

Working closely with Carolyn Harrison, 
head of contracts at C P Hart, they ensured 
that individual elements worked harmoni- 
ously when together to reflect the overall 
elegance of the property. ‘The neutral 
backdrop of the bathroom allows the qual- 
ity of the products to speak for themselves 
and complements the luxurious aspect of 
the development,’ explains Carolyn. 

The understated design scheme was to 
form the perfect setting for the standout 


pieces. ‘The freestanding “Coniston” bath 
and Ashton & Bentley washbowl anchored 
the design by creating focal points,’ Caro- 
lyn says, adding, ‘These were set against a 
colour palette of muted-grey tiles, which 
ensured that the bath, basin and bespoke 
shower enclosure remained centre stage.’ 

The perfect shower fittings were sourced 
to complete the modern feel that Car- 
rington Fox and C P Hart were aiming for. 
‘The shower delivers a balance between 
creating a sense of openness through its 
exposed design, yet seclusion due to the 
clean lines of the surround,’ says Carolyn. 

A carefully considered lighting scheme 
was the finishing touch to the design. 
Uplighting around the bath and feature 
lighting in the recessed shelving enhance 
the wow factor and the result is sleek, 
hotel-style luxury at home □

S ally Storey is design director of John Cullen Lighting and one of 
the most sought-after experts in the industry. Her style is classical 
and understated and she is much in demand with clients all over 
the world. Here, she shares tips for lighting your bathroom. 

What are the main elements to consider when lighting a bathroom? 

In order to achieve lighting that accentuates the best elements in a room 
and creates both mood and ambience, there are three main elements to 
think about: general lighting, task lighting and mood lighting. 

Tell us more about general lighting. It might be a decorative pendant 
which must be hung at least two metres from a bath - or recessed cove 
lighting in the ceiling. If using downlights, think about your needs. For 
example, one light over a basin is better than one that just illuminates 
the top of your head. I often position a downlight centrally over a bath 
as the narrow beam provides a focal point and when there is water in 
there, you get a ripple effect on the ceiling, which is magical. 

What type of downlights do you recommend? Lamps with a colour 
rendition index of 95, which will make limestone and granite 
colours look true. Look for fittings that offer a warm white light 
(2,700 Kelvins is ideal), which will give the glow of natural light 
rather than a harsh fluorescence. 

How about task lighting? My preference is for frosted wall lights at 
either side of a mirror so you get an even glow on your face — ideal for 
applying make-up. Two downlights are acceptable if you are short of 
space but placed either side of the basin, not directly above. 

Any alternatives to downlights? Using the ‘Contour HD27’ LED 
strip is an excellent way of introducing layered lighting to a scheme 
and lessening the need for downlights. Install it as a back or front light 
in shelving or to create a floating night light effect under a vanity unit. 

And getting the mood right? Once you have your general lighting 
on one switch and task lighting on another, ideally with dimmers, 
consider having mood lighting, such as ‘Lucca’ uplights, around the 
edge of a window. ‘Cazalla’ or ‘Oslo’ work well as low-level floor 
washers on a sensor. This will keep the switching layout simple and 
give guidance if you are prone to night-time wanderings □
